gouth of the Wabash River, while the Pocdnwatomies were the ackaiwledged 
owners and proprietors of the territory north of the Wabash. Along the 
borders, however, there was a sonjewhat promiscuous tatermungling ia the 
Totter days of their control, of isolated elements of these two tribes aud 
others nearly allied to them, especially along the borders of Lel Kiver 

Ing letter, written by B. Fo Scekney, an todian agent in the service of 
the United States, dated August 27, S17, and addressed to ‘Thomas L. Me- 
Kinney. Superintendent of Ladino Atluirs, the following statements occur: 

AML the Mintnis and Bel r Mianns are under my charge, about one 
thonsaud four hugdred in number: and there are something more than wo 
thousand Pottawatomies who come within my agency.” The Mianus and 
Eel River Minis reside, principally, oo the Wabash, Mississinewa and Eel 
Rivers, and the hend of White River; the Pottawatomies on the Tippecanoe, 
Kankakee, Iroquois, Yellow River and St. Joseph of Lake Michigan, the 
Elxbart, Miami of the Luke, the St, Joseph emptying into it, and the St 
Mary’s River.” 

The first general treaty, perbaps, in which the severni tribes of the Al- 
gonquin family in the original Northwestern Territory—embracing those 
nawed above—were participants, was that at Greenville, in the Territory of 
the United States Northwest of the Ohio River, on the 3d day of Aucust, 
1795. [tavns there that the various tribal interests wero fully discussed, 
and the separate rights of each considered with reference to their past and 
futuré relutious with the white people. Fifteen tribes und branches were 
represented in that council, the deliberations of which commenced ou the 
16th day of June aud terminated on the Sd duy of August, 1725, with the 
unanimous neceptnuce, by the several representutwes present, of the severai 
Provisions of tat iunportant treaty in which they were respectively inter- 
ested. It was during the continuance of this council that Little Turtle, « 
representative chief of the Miimis, defined the traditionary boundaries of 
their territory. Adelressing Gen. Wayne, he said: 

“T hope gon will pay attention to what [now say to you. T wish to in- 
form you where your younger brochers, (he Miamis, live, and also the L'ot- 
tawatonies of St. Joseph, cozetber with the Wabash todinns. You have 
pointed out to va the boundary live between the Indians nad the Uurted 
States, but L now take the liberty to inform you that that line cuts of trom 
the Indians a large portion of country which has been enjoyed by my fore- 
fathers, time immemorial, without molestation or dispute. The priuts of 
my ancestors’ Louses are everywhere to be seen in this portion, .. 2 St 
is well known by all my brothers present, that my forefathers Kindlel the 
first fire at Detroit; from thence he extended his lines to the bead waters 
of the Scioto; from thence, to its mouth; from thence, down the Ohio to the 
mouth of the Wabasi; and from thence, to Chicago, on Lake Michigan.” 

One of the provisions of this treaty, which muterially affected the inter- 
ests of this locality, was that which allowed ‘* to the people of the United 
States a free paxsage by land and water, as one and the other shail be found 
convenient, through their country. . . from Fort Wayne, along the 
portage afuresatd, which leads to the Wabash, and thence ‘lown the Wabash 
to tbe Obiv."’ Allowing, also, to the people of the United States the free 
use of the harbors and mouths of rivers ulong the lukes adjoiminy Indiso 
lands, for sheltering vessels and bouts, and liberty to Jund their cargues 
when necessary for their salety. 

By « subsequent treaty, to which the Wyandots, Delawares, Senecas, 
Shawanvses, Miamis, Chippewns, Ottawas and Pottuwntomies were parties, on 
the Sth day of September, 1515, the provisions of the trenty of Greenville 
above referred to, and all other treaties to which (the several tribes were 
purties, reypeetively. were uyreed to anew and ugnin ratitied and confirmed. 

While the provisions of thos# several treaties only affected the interest 
of this luenlity generuily, their relevancy is pertinent to the means wherehy 
we acquired the rights and pricile; we now enjoy. ihe rights whien 
have been thus ceded tothe United States were, at u period antecedent vw 
the dates of these treaties, held in common by the various trihes who volug- 
tarily, by their jot act, transferred those riylits to their white brethren.

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HISTORY OF CASS COUNTY. 


RECURRENCES to the past, with the recollections and associntions which 
make il pass in life like review before our mental vision, will continue to 
be, as of yore, o source of intercsied satisfaction, especially when they con- 
nect theraselves with incidents retected back from our own experiences. 
These reminders vanish with the life of the participants, when no lind- 
marks remain to us save the pictures faintly delineated on the tubers of 
memory, the impressions of which are only retracings from the mulelings 
of others. To preserve these from oblivion, befure they dinve lost their dis. 
tinguishatle ori is the love-labor of the faithful historian. History, 
fails in her mission when che tails to preserve the life features of the sub- 
jects committed to her keeping. 

Local history, more than any other, commands the moat interested atten- 
tion, for the obvious reason that it records our own, with the experiences of 
others who, in times past, traveled iife's rugged pathway, as our com- 
Panions, acquaintanees or friends. The recital of incidents which connect 
the past with the present, causing us (o live over again the happenings of 
other dayn, never fails to bring in its train n thrill of interested satisfaction, 
the lack of wirich makes the details of general history so dry and Ineless, 
With these thoughcs, then, as an epitome of at is aimed to be done, we 
enter upon our luber of love.

EARLY SETTLERS. 


rior to the treaties of Mctober 16 and 23, 1826, with the Pottnwatomics 
aud Minmis, no permanent settlement Lad heen made on any portion of the 
territory of Cass County aiected by the provisions of them. A settlement, 
however, had been made about the middie of Aucust preceding, by Alexan- 
der Chamberlaio, then recently from Fort Harrison Praime, on the fretional 
east balf of the east tialf of Section 35, Township 27 north, Range one est, 
on the south hank of the Wabash, immediately opposite the mouth of Eel 
liver, On that tract he built a cabin, which, when oceusion required, was 
metamorphosed into a “tavern,” notwithstanding its small proportions 
The following Sp:ing, “botel’ prospects looming up rapidly, he built a 
double exbin of lewed logs, and two stories hizb, when he commenced 
“tvern keeping’ in earnest. We purchased the tract on which these 
primitive buildings were situated, on the ith of May, 1Su5. He bad pre- 
viously, on the 23d of December, 1824, purchased the west half of the frac- 
tional east balf of the enme section, upon which, after the sale of the first 
tract to Gen, Tipton, he erected another double cabin, an exact counterpart 
of the Srst, and there “kept tavern,” also, Mr. Chamberlain, thereiore, 
was Cie first permanent serler in Cavs County, though not the first to putupa 
building, Io the Fall of i824, Edward MeCartney built a small tracing 
house" on the north bank of the Wabash, in trout of the residence now 
occupied by Frederick Sebold, Esq. This building, however, was not de- 
signed for a domicil, and never ased as such, except tewpornrily by tuseph 
Barron, Sr., while hiv residence, a litle farther up the river, was being pre- 
pared fur occupancy, in 1527. Next to Me. Chamber’ain caine William 
Newnan, who, having entered the exst half of the northeast quarter of Sce- 
tion 83, and, @ little below Mr. Chamberlain. on the 10th of December, 1825, 
putup a cabin thereon in the Winter of 1426-7, and moved into it with his 
family.

The cabin was covered with clapbourds, held down by “ weight 
poles,”’ kept apart by the refuse of clapboard timber. 

The furniture was alike unique an! peculiar. Blocks of wood or benches, 
iuaread of chai the table being generally “the old fauily chest’ The 
bedstends were made of two poles, one end of each occupyiug a common 
post, the other occupring holes in the adjacent walls. in the corner of the 
room, clapbourds serving the purpose of bed cords 

The cabin being completed aud furnished, clearing 3 “ patch,’ was the 
next thing in order; then seratehing the ground amonz stuwps and trees, 
and planting his first crop of corn Before this first crop matured. supplies 
were necessarily drawn from other available suurces, For the frst settlers 
of this county, the chief sources of supply were the Deer Creek and Wea 
settlements, and the usual means of transport were furnished by pirogue 
“poled” up the Wabash, or by ox wagong, bringing a quantity suticient for 
present demands, 

Avler the first crop was harvested, there was yeneral.y a sufliciency for 
home consumption stored away and husbanded with scrupulous esre, The 
deficiencies were procured from older settlements. The forests gener- 
nily supplied the “meat tub," from their etore of wiid acimals, game, ete., 
in quantity and quality, according to the demands, 

Ag settlers increased in number, a common cxuse was made in meeting 
the wants of each other, helping for he'p again. The idea «f help: other 
for a pecuninry consideration never obtraded itself in tise pion’ e 
No greater insult could have been offered then than a hint that mz 
to pay for a neighbor's help. 

If a cabin way to be raised, all the occacion demanded of the neighbors, 
far and near, was a knowledge of the time and place; distance was nothing

TIE FIRST BORN, 


Tho first white person born in Cass County was Sarih, dauchter of 
Joho, better known as “Jack,” Smih, on the Lith day of February, S28 
The family were then fiving in part of Major Heti's cabin. Gilly J 
McBean, son of Gilliy Meltean, County Agent, was born on the 20th duy of 
December, 1829, nnd wns the tirst white clild born within the liuits of the 
Old Town Plat" of Logansport 


FIRST DEATHS AND BURIALS. 


Logansport and its immesinte vicinity having been the portion of the 
county firvt settied, it was also the portion likely to be the locality where the 
first births and denths should occur. We have seen thot the frst born was 
here. It is also true that the first death, of which we have any acevunt, 
was herealso, This first was a child of Juck Smith, whieh died in the Sum- 
mer of 1828. The exact plnce of its burial is not now known. The next 
was aman who died at (humberlain’s Tavern, south of the Wabash, some 
time afer, in the Fall of the same year. His was the first burial in the 
“ Old Cemetery.” 

James Foster, a resident of this jurisdiction, died at Miamisport on the 
night of December 23, 1523,snd was third inorder, He was buried on the 
26th. by Tipton Lodge, his death and burial being the first in the history of 
that Lodge. On the night after the burial of Mr. Fuster, Robert Hars, also 
a member of Tipton Loge, died and was buried with Masonic honors on the 
27th, the anpiversary of St. Joha the Evangelist, As the county incrensed 
in population, the ratio of mortality increased also, and further note of 
individual deaths need not be made in this connection. 


GINSENG FACTORY. 


For some years anterior to 1830, the diggiug, collectiag and refining the 
root of the ginseng plant unl been the means of an extensive trade along 
the Upper Wabash bottoms. \t that date, James Blake, afterward of Indinn- 
polis, having had a manufactory of this article on the farm of Gen Mil- 
roy, in Carroll Conuty, removed Lis works to thiscounty. The business was 
very lucrative, and, except the [ndino trade, yielded the large-t revenue of 
any other calling. and was the weans of saving a homesteud to many & poor 
settler. 


OLD TOWN. 


Ke-ne-pa-com-a-qua, or Old Town, was the name of an Indiaa village on 
the north bank of Eel River, covered by the reserevntion to Mau-chin-e-quea, 
in the treaty of Octolfr 10, 1826, with the Vottuuwatomies. A century or 
more ago, it was known 13 4 point of considernble importance, being a kind 
of branch headquarters for the Indians of the Upper Wabash, where the 
plans for numerous depredatory expeditions against the white settlers along 
the Virginia and Kentucky frontiers were concocted. Sich was the «tate of 
public feeling in reference to the source of these depredations, that Vresident 
Washington, in 175%, directed an inquiry concerning the intentions the 
several tribes along the Wabash. The inquiries being unsuccessful, an ex- 
pedition agninst this and other Indian towns of the vicinity was titted out 
under his direction. Accordingly, on the Ist of August, 1791. Brig. Geo 
Wilkinson left Fort Washington (Cincinnati) with about 525 men, directing 
his morch toward this village. On the 7th, ata quarter of 5 o'clock, only 
six days from Fort Washington, be struck the Wabash at the very point 
where he bad aimed, less than two miles above the mouth of Eel River His 
attack upon the town was decisive and of short duratioa, mecting with little 
or no resisiance. Thedestructior of thiy town, nearacentury since, enudes 
our narration of it to a place in the history of Cass County. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The first impulse of the people, upon whom ‘evolved the responsibility 
of ziving form to society in priaitive Cass County, was to inau, ea eye 
tem of education which sheuli in the future inance a snfe foundation for 
permanent prosperity. Within a few months atter the settlement at the 
* Mouth of Eel,” Gen. John Tipton and other leading spirits set tiernselves 
about organizing an educational association, whieb, being perfected in @ 
few days after the inception of the irlea, received the significant title of the 
“Eel iver Seminary Society,” and became, almost at once, an incorter 
rate: stitution. ‘The result was the erection of a anitable brick edifice, 
since known as the * Old Semiunry.’ The building having been muda 
Teviy for cerupancy, a ¥chuol was commenced the first week in February 
1829, under the instruction of “ir. Joba McKinney, then recently trem Ls 
troit, ataxnlery of one hundred dollars per quarter. This firat instructor 
and his successors, under the suspices of the society, continued to rye 
the developing inteliectuality of succeeding years until LXOK. Then, en- 
larged facilities Lecoming necessary, the property was sold and the proceeia 
eventually merged with che County Seminary Fond, and appropricted to 
ward the building and furnishing of an institution of enlarged eapaeity. A 
new elifico was accordingly erected, and in due time cocupied, Ghe ache! 
being opened in September, P41 This building, having served vs purpose, 
was torn down and snpplantet hy the ele wl building which 
Dow graces the city of Lagonepert, in the Satumer of IT4

It takes its name io honor of Joshua Southsea, of Vevay, lad,, who be 
queathed (wo-thirds of lis entire estate, in trust, for the upbuilding and 
mainteuance of an imstiiudeo of learning above the gruie of the common 
schoui. Mra. Smithson, also, dyuated a large proportion of her own estate 
for the same purpose. 

Smithson Aculeuwy, to be located at Muncie, Ind., was the first step 
toward the uttuament of the olyect aimed at by the Convention, Neither 
the grade nor the location were, in all respects, satisiactory, and both these 
Lecame open questions again. As a consequence, (he eligibility of several 
points was canvassed 

Finally, Mrs. Elizabeth Pollard, widow of the lnte Philip Pollard, of Lo- 
gansport, proposed a donation of $20,000, ou condition that the grade of 
the institution, instead of taking that of an ac: iy, should be # college or 
university, whose spuere should unile the common school with the highest 
grule of invtruction found in the colleges, East or West, and that it should 
be located at Logansport. 

The proposition was accepted, and a bond executed for the future cou- 
veyance of ten ucrez of ground, embracing a most eligible site for such an 
institution, occupying a position overlooking the entire eity of Loguneport. 
This, at its estimated value, with money, Muking the ageregate sum of $20, 
000; of which, $10,000 was to be used as an endowment fuod, 

These conditions having been satistactorily complhed with, the central 
edifice was put under contract; and, on the Sth day of May, 1 , the cor- 
ner sione was laid, with appropmate cerewonies. io due time the building 
was completed ; und on the 2d day of January, 1872, Suwithson College was 
opened fur the receprion of students, with prospects -eewing to warrant the 
commencement of a brilliunt cureer. The course of instruction prepared 
was excellent, and the President and Faculty were equal to the task imposed 
upon them, entering upon their duties with zealous interest, and with the 
prestige of long una successful experience, directing their energies toward 
the elevation of the educational standard, such as was contemplated by its 
owners and projectors. 

Although the number of students fin attendance ‘has at no time been 
large, the iustruction imparted to those who partook of its privileges has, as 
a rule, been most thorough and complete. 


ORIGIN OF NAME. 


By the treaties of October, 1826, with the Pottawatomie and Miami 
tribes of Indians, the United States acquired the title to the lands upon 
which ihe major part of this county is situated. Gen. Lewis Cuss was the 
principal of the Commissioners on the part of the Uniied States, through 
whose iustrumentality tbose treaties were consummated, In addition, also, 
bis numerous yervices on hehalt of the people of the great Northwest guve 
his name a significance entitling it to perpetuation ; Lence its adoption by 
the peuple of Cass County 

Again, in determining an appropriate device for the seal of the Circuic 
Court of the county, another phase of its significance is manifested in per- 
petuating the historic event of ‘sealing the compact’’ with Aub-hee-naub- 
bee, a principal chicf of the Pottawatomies, which resulied in the treaty of 
Oetober 16, L826, with thattribe. The seul represents Gen. Cass and Aub- 
bee-naub-bee shaking hands. 


ORGANIZATION. 


Tke county having been orgnnized pursuant to the enabling act of the 
Legistature approved December 18, 1825, and the act sunplementary thereto, 
approved Jauuary 19, 1*20, on the 13th of April, 1520, the next necessary 
step was the location of the ** county seat." 

Accoriingly, on the 12th day of August, succeeding, Henry Ristine, of 
Montgomery Counry, Erasmus Powell, of Shelby, and Harris Tyner, of 
Marion, under the authority vested in them by the set of orgunization 
aforesaid, ®selected the Town of Logunswort as the seat of justice of Case 
County, the Court House to be on the Court House Squure, as designated on 
the plat of anid town,” 

Oo Friday, the Ist day of May, 1829, the frst Board of Commissioners, 
doing county business, was organized, the session being held in the old 
‘y boiling. The frst board con Jof James South and Moves 
Chauncey Carter, whu was clected at the sume time, failing to 


be sworn. 

The organization of townships, according to the date when their respect- 
ive boundaries were prescribed and names designated occurred in the order

MICHIGAN ROAD. 


Py the provisions of the act of the General Assembly of the State of In- 
diana, approved January 21, 1828, “John McDonald, of Daviess County, 
and Chester Elliott, of Warwick, were appointed Commis-ionera to survey 
and tanke a road trom Lake Michigan to indianapolis, agreeably to the late 
treaty with the Pottawatomie Lodians,and the uct of Congress in confirmation 
thereof." 

Under that authority, work was immediately commenced and the line of 
road. making Logansport a central point, was accordingly surveyed, located 
and marked out the succeeding Summer and Fall. As a general business 
thoroughfare, it was one of the niost valuable improvements of its day, oven- 
ing up a line of trade that tended, perhaps, most largely to develop the vast 
| narurnl resources of Cass County 

The history of this road, during the frst fifteen years of its use, is full 
of interesting incidents, as they illustrated the experiences of those who, 
from necessity, were cor Jed to traverse its line throuch bottomless mud 
| or endless © corduroy Its reputation was not limited to Cass or other 
| counties along the borders but was co-extensive with the settled districts of 

the entire Northwest. Indeed, its name was abroad as far Last as the Alle 

ghanies; and beyond, for the whole tite of emigration passin fvom th 
| Eastward to populate the newly acquired domnin in Indians and the core 
| Western States and Territories, must flow along this great choroughfare,

PROBATE COURT. 


The Probate Court of Cass County commenced its first session at the 
“Seminary on Monday, the 2d day of November, 1829, before Hon. Joun 
Scott, Judge, who, at the election in August, of that year, was chosen to 
that position, Laving been, previous to his settlement here, Probate Judge 
in Wayne County, Indiana. 

Afier the entry of preliminary proceedings, the record shows the follow- 
ing as the first business presented for the consideration of the Court: 

“On motion and suzgestion of Francis Goufroy, Admipi-trator on the 
estate of Francis Lafontaine, deceased, by Thomas J. Evans, his attorney, 
Chauncey Carter and Hirum Todd were appointed appraisers to uppraise toe 
real property of said Lafontaine; and, on further motion. it ws ordered 
that o summons issue commanding the heirs ot the snid Lafontaine to appear 
at the next term of this Court to show cause why the real estate of vid 
Lafontaine, or so much thereof as will supply the deficiency of the personal 
estate to pay the debts of said estate, shail mot be sold.” 

The first letters of administration issued in the county were granted on 
the said 2d day of November, 1429, to James Nixon, “of the goods ant 
chattels, rights and credits, moneys and efvers, which were of Asa Davis, 
late of the County of Cass, who died intestate.” 

On the same day, other letters were granted by the Judge, to Jucob R. 
Hall, on the estate of Jolin Unll, who alsodied intestate. These proceedings 
thus briefly referred to conprived all the recorded transactions of the term, 
which occupied but one day, ‘The second term was in session one day, and 
the third no Jonger time. As the population increased, the amount of busi- 
ness coming under the jurisdiction of this court increased also, making it 
necessary that the durition of the session be extended. 

All the probate business of the county was disposed of by this court, ex- 
cept in cases where the Judge thereof was uader disability, from interest or 
otherwise ; then such cauves were transferred to the Circuit Court tor wil- 
judication. 

By the revision of the laws under the new Constitution of 1852, the Dra- 
Date system wos changed and the business assignel to the Court of Common 
Pleas, which at tiat time came into existence. This latter court conunued 
to base jurisdic ion of Mrotute matters, until 1875, when. by thenct diseon- 
Linuing that court, the business was transferred to the Circuit Court, where 
the Probate authority is at present vested, in this county, the business be- 
dog chietly in the hands of & Muster Commissioner.

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COURT HOUSE. 


For some time anterior to the Wiater of 1538-9, considerable agitation 
hod been going on in the community in reference to the erection of a Court 


House. canvassing, also, rhe plun suited to the wants of the county. From 
the orpimizanon of the county, up to aud including the February term 
ISUS, the * Old Seminary’’ building was used for holding court. Then, 


the * Presbyterian Church” was used for the sume purpose until the close 
of the November term, 1840, anid. subsequently, the Old Methodist 
Cbureh,” on Sixth street, was used worl the new Court House was ready 
for ocenpaney. at the Aucust term, 1S 

Vending the agitation, pluns and specifications were submitted. Ata 
special session of the County Board. on the Ith ef May, ISM. the Clerk 
was ordered to give notice fur ‘sealed proposals’ fur the erection of a 
Court House in Logansport; avd a turther order, accepting the plan sub- 
mitted by Joseph Willis 

Accordingly, on the Lith day of June, 1839, notice having been given, 
the proposuly were opened by the Board, and, upon mature consideration, 
the contract was awarded to Joseph Willis at $15,190, to be completed for 
that sum, the contractor furnishing all the umterials, by the 00th day of 
December, 1841. 

Subsequently, by an article of agreement betweea the Board and Joseph 
Willis, an addition was made to the estimated cost of the building, making 
the contrnet price S14.006.80, instead of the former sum. This subse- 
quent agreement was made ia vacation, on the Ath day of January, 1540, 

Measurements and estimates were noule. from time to time, for work 
and labor dune and materinis furnished by Mr. Willis, as provided by the 
contract, until the Sd of March, 1541, wheo ic hecame apparent that be 
would be unable to complete the building in the manner and by the time 
cpecitied in the contract. ile was, accordingly, released on that day by the 
toard, Mr. Willis, likewise, “exeeuting a release to the County Commis- 
sioners,’’ **fur and in con-iderntion of en allowance of three hundred and 
fifty dollars,’’ ‘tall claim to the ten per centum on the amount of work done 
upon the Court House in Logansport,’ tbe said sum go allowed being in full 
of tbe final estimate, t day made to Lim, on his said contract therefor. 
‘The acrrecate oi estimates so made to hina amounted to the sum of $4,002.75. 
This sum bed heen paid him. in cash, S576, and $4,187.75 in county bonds, 
drawing ten per cent. interest, payable in ten year- from the dates thereof, 
as follows: £557.50, from November 7, 1859; $1,895.85, from Muy 7, 1540 
40, from September 1U, 1840; and $250, 


A further contract for the completion of the building was entered into 
on the 28d of March, 1841, with Job B. Eldridge, Thomas J. Cummings aad 
Jenne Clary, at the sum of $11,598, on terms of payment and conditions 
similar tu those with Mr, Willis, By this contract, it was stipulated that 
tie luildiug should be fully completed on or before the Ist day of Decem= 
er, 1342. Under this contract, which was confirwed and regulurly exe- 
cuted on the 10th of June, IBb1L, Messrs. Vldnd Cummings & Clary 
progressed with the work ay rapidly as the circumstances of the vase would 
permit, receiving estimates quurterly, until the final completion of the 
building, in December, 1544.

THE FIRST NEWSPAPER 


in Cass County was the Moteswatomue and Mian Tines, by Jolin Scott, thea 
recently from Centerville, Wayne County, ndiina, the size of which was 
about Isx24 inches. The paper was printed oun old “Ramage press, 
anid the first number was issued on Saturday, Augus: 16, 1820. The print- 
ing othce was situared on the south siie of Market »:reet, imuedistely west 
of theulley between Fourth and Fitth =treets, in nsport. 

Mr, Scott was one of the pioneer printers of Indian, huvieg commenced 
the publication of the (nqrizer, the first pauper printed in Brookville, Indiana, 
inthe year 1415. He continued the publication uatil Cie beginning ot the year 
1820, when, having sold gut, he removed to Kichmont and commenced the 
publication of the Weekly dateliyencer, After tour senrs' experience Le 
left Richmond and settled in Centerville, also in Wasne County, where he 
published the Western Bapornm, untic his removal to Logansport in June, 
1829, The paper published here was the first one printed in Northern Lnti- 
ana. James B. Scott. now the vereran editor uf the Delphi Journal, received 
the firat copy '' und set the firsc type for this paper. 

At the close of its first volame. che name of the paper was changed to 
the Care County Tunes, the new volume commencing oa the loth of Novera- 
ber, 1851, the sirst volume requiring twenty-six montos to complere its fiftr- 
two issues. The poper was published under the same control, Mr. Seott, 
Sr, continuing hig connection with it, until May 30, 1553, From that date, 
Jaines B. Seott, his con, and William J. Burns, his son-in law, continued 
the publication, agnin changing the tile to the Loysnsport K-publiean and 


Indiana Herald, unti| October 17, 1853, when James Bo retired. It was fur- 
ther continued by Mr. Burns alone, until December 19, 1822, when the 


publication way finally discontinued. 
The inumedinte successor of the Lferald was the Canal Telegraph, the 
publication of which was commenced by Stanislaus Lasselle. on the 2d of 


January, 1834. On the 1th of August following, John B. Dillon beenme 
associate editor and publisher, The name of the Cunal Tileyraph was 
changed on the 22d ut November, of the same year, to the Lagunsport Cenal 
Telegraph. Mr. Stanislaus Lasselle sold bis interest ia the paper, un the Yb 


of July, 1826, to his brother, Hyaciuth Lasselle, Jr., who, wuis Mr. Dillon, 
again changed the name to the Logunsport Teleyraps. Mr, Dillon severed 
his connection with the paper on the 2d of January, 1842, Mr. Lasselie 
succeeding to the exclusive management. Under his control. the JelegrapA 
continued to be published until Murch 24, 1449, when the pulication ceased 
altovetber. 

The Logansport Herald wns commenced on the 1st dny of August, 1837, 
by Jesse (. and avid Donglass, the publication of which was continued 
under the yame control until July 20, 141. 
slowing the Mervid, Moses H. Seott commenced the publiestion of the 
Wabash Gzeite, on the 10th of November, 1842. with Horace P. Liddle as 
editor in chief. The publication was continued unl the 27th of April, 
Indd 


Next in order was the Democratic Pharos, which made its first issue 
under the entire management of Samuel A. Mil, as editor and proprietor, 
onthe Jith of July, ISH The /’kuros continued to make its appearance 
rewularly, under the same management, until January 6, 18 when Kufaa 
ame the propristor. Cader the control of ifr, Magee as publ inbe 
sroprictor, the Zhrrog was issued weekly, until Auguat 10, 1872, when 
the ixsuc of nalnily paper was commenced in conneciion with the weekly, 
and continued with te anme regulnrity. 

On the Ist of July, 1875, Mr. Magee transferred bis interest and control 
in the paper to The Pharos Company,” ander shies manngement it eon- 
tinued. except fora short interim nuder the eharce of Mr. Collins, of Craw. 
fordsvilie, until the Yeth of November, 1877, when Mo¥, Todixwan and B.

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RALLROADS. 


In contrast with the historic Michigan road, as an avenue of transpor 
tation, we place the more modern railroad, aud with it the greater facilities 
for supplying the demands of the present age. True, Cass County was oot 
the first in the State of (ndiaua to embark tm the enterprise of buttding 
railroads, nor was she (he last, it required the stimulus of # few roads in 
the oliler counties of the southern part of the State lo excite the necessary 
estimate of public opinion to warrant the prelimaury action in the premises. 
This was art long wanting, and the year 1St5 found our people woving, 
with no uncertain purpose. toward the incorporation of “The Luke Michi~ 
gan, Logansport & Uhio River Railroad Company.” with such men 4s James 
W. Dunn, Williamson Wright sod George Walker, of Cass County, aunoog 
those composing the Bourd of Directors, ‘I'he capital stock of this Company 
was fixed at $1,041,000, divided into shares of $25.00 each. 


NEW CASTLE £ BICHMOND RAILBOAD. 


The result of this proceeding was first manifested in au agreement with 
the New Castle & Richmond Railroad Company, dated December 11, 1% 
whereby the line of the latter road was extended from its western terminus 
to the south sile of the Wabash River, opposite Logunsport. This extension 
was imm ely surveyed and the work put under contract. Its completion 
to that point, in 1855, was hailed ay the inauguration of a new era in the 
history of Cass County in general and Logansport in particulur. 

A further extension of this line, known as the " Camdeo Extension,”’ was 
suthorized by subsequent legislative ennetment, but, when almost completed, 
wag abandoned. [is track and rondway have since been purchased and 
utilized by the Logansport, Crawfordsville & Southwestern Railroad. 


LOGANSPORT £ CHICAGO RAILWAY. 


By a resolution of the Lake Michigan, Logansport & Ohio River Railroad 
Company, dated March 12, 185%, the name of that Company was changed 
to the Logansport & Chicago Railway Company. Soon aiterward, the pre- 
liminary line of that road was surveyed, but the location was temporarily 
deferred until some necessary modification of the rente bad been made, it 
was subsequently put under contract and completed in good time. 


TOLEDO, WABASH & WESTERN RAILWAY. 


In 1852, the preliminary steps were tnken towand the organization of a 
company to build and operate a line of railrond from Tuledo, on the lake, 
westerly to St, Louis, thus connecting the Mississippi and Lake Line, pass- 
ing through the rich territory of Ohio, Indinna, lilinois and Missourt. The 
company so formed wns first known as the Lake Erie, Wabash & St Louis 
Railroal Company, but was changed several times, heing more recently 
known by the mame which bends this article. The building of this road 
progressed rapidly and was completed to this point, vo that the first arrival 
of curs at Logangport was on the 20th of March, 1506. Since its comple- 
tion along the entire line, it hus done an immense freight and passenger 
business, and is, perhaps, better supplied, in the quantity and quality of its 
rolling stock, than any other of the Western roads. 


LOGANSPORT, PEORIA & BURLINGTON. 


Almost simultaneously with the construction of the Wabash Road, this 
additional line was projected und pushed to completion without unresson- 
able delay. [tis daily becoming of more importance to the shipping iater- 
ests of the people of this county, us it passes Lhrougii the best grain regivu of 
Northern Indiana, 

More recently, the Logansport & Marion, better known as the Lorans- 
port & Columbus; the Detroit, Eel River & Lilinois and the Logansport, 
Crawfordsville & Southwestern Railroads have come inty existence, opening 
up more extensive and lucrative lines of trade, whereby the commercial in- 
tercourse of our people is greatly enhanced 

‘Asa consequence, therefore, the local nnd general value of Logansport 
aod of Cass County is scarcely surpassed in the State,

AGRICULTURAL SOCLETY 


Encouragemeuts looking to the promotion of agricultural interests, a3 
the best means of developing the resources of our State and insuring the 
greatest permanent good, received curly recognition from the Legislative 
authorities of the commouwenlth. So far as it atleets the experience of this 
county, the action taken in 1Si3—4, recommending the formation of county 
agricultural! svcieties, seemed first to Lave awakened the joterest of the 
furming population of the county. Pursuant to the provisions of the law 
enacted fur the purpose, a meeting of the agriculturists of the county 
assembled at tae Seminary’ on the uth of May, 1855, and the questions 
discussed touching the orgenization of a county society. 

The result of this step was little more than to awaken an interest in the 
prospective udvantayes to be obtained frow organization Tt had a tendency, 
at least, to investigute and compare the experiences of the progressive ayri- 
culturists of the day, but the attempts at organization were, in @ mensure, 
abortive. There were many advanced thinkers on the subject of seicutific 
farming, and were ready to lead; but the rank nnd fle of our furmers were 
not possessed of great faith in the iden that the kind aud quanuty of farming 
products could be improved beyond the experiences of their fathers 

Tn 1840-1, discussion bad developed an interest that culminated in the 
organization of a society about the beginning of 1842. OF this organiza- 
tion, Hewit L. Thomas was President; Dr. John Lytle, Secretary, and 
James Horney, Treasurer, ailed by @ competent Board of Directors, In 
the Full of that year, on agricultural fair, the first, perbaps, ever attempted 
in tae county, was held on the grounds immediately west of the old hotel 
at the northwest corner of Walnut and Market streets, in the cily of 
Logansport. There was indeed a fine display of stock and farm products, 
which tended greatly to encournge the lukewarm and confirm the arguments 
of the progressives, inciting them to greater effort. 

Again, in the course of time, the interest subsided, and little was heard 
of the society ; but the discussion went on, and the main objects were not 
lost sight of nor forgotten, The society was re-organized in 1854 or 18: 
Subsequently numerous fairs were held, at first, for a few years, in the 
eastera part of the city, on grounds leased of George I. Tipton for the pur- 
pose; afterward, on the North Side, immediately south of S. A. Custer's 
residence. Foran few yenry, success attended the efforts of the society; but 
dissatisfaction and jealousies were engendered, and the sociciy became 
defunct, either from mismanagement or inefficient organization 

Other effurts having filed, thus fur, to secure the objects desired tu be 
attained, on the York day of April, 1873, + The Cass County Agricultural, 
Horticultural and Mechanical Association’’ wus formed, with a capital 
stock of $20,000, to be divided into shares of S25 each. The purpose for 
which said corporation waa organized ‘18 Lo promote and improve agricul- 
ture, horticulture, the mechanic, manufacturing and houseliold arts through= 
out Cass County; and to this eod to buy and sell, and deal generally in 
euch real and personal estate us way be necessary to the succeystul proxecu- 
tion of said business.”” 

The organization being perfected, a tract of Jand in the nortivenst quar- 
ter of Section 29, Township north, Range 2 east, was purchased by the 
Association as 8 fair grouuil, of sufficient dimensions to subserve all the 
purposes fur which it way intended, ‘The needed buildings and con- 
veniences were soun after built, and the first fair was beld on those grounds, 
from September Y to 1s, inclusive, in the year 187 that tine, an 
increased interest has been manifested, justifying the expenditure of large 
suns of money in the erection of suitable and substantial buyldings, with 
all the improvewents appertaining to such grounds that experience has 
found aecewary to completely adapt them to the wants of the public.

Within the past few years, tue provision wade r'r uuilizing pauper \nbor 
bas added greatly to the revenues derived from tb=’ source, while it has in 
a like ratio reduced the per capa expenses of its minagement and mainten- 
ance. 

‘As early ag 1871, the board bad in contemplction improvements upon the 
councy farin, in the way of an Infirmary, or Coury Asylum, which it was 
expected would not only be a matter of economy iu taking care of the poor 
and infirm, but would add greatly to their tuci.cies for rendering the 
inmates more comfortable. It was the purpose, thes, to go on with the work 
atonce ‘The improvement was deferred, however, or further consideration. 

Finally, ou the Sd of March, Is74, hils having been received im pur- 
suance of a notice for sealed proposals for tho turpuse, aud the serersl 
propositions fully considered, tae contract was awarded to Lh. D. Stevens & 
Bro., on their bid of $12,548, for the completion ¢> the work, ‘The work 
was completed in compliunce with the contruct, wih a small additional ad- 
yunce on the contruct price, for extras, cluanzes of detail, etc. ‘The main 
structure is of brick und beate by steam, the dim-asons, at present, neing 
fully equal to the demands made upon it. in dest, the plan of the huivi- 
ing is such us to blend economs, comfort und suse y with satistuctory hur- 
mony; the separate departmeats for different ¢ asses of inmates being 
arranged and furnished with expecial reference to (zc condition and require- 
ments of the occupants. Aitozether, the plan of th building, with its appli- 
ances, its structure and management, retiects credit upon the projectors and 
managers.

On the 26th day of December, 1829, Jolin Sneth, Charles Polke, David 
Patrick, Khoda Shiels, Nancy Ross, James Smith sad Nan Smith met for 
consultation concerning the question of a church orzanization in Cass Canty, 
and the preliminary steps necessary ty its satieiietory accomplishment, 
+ Bein persuaded of the propriety and ublity of s combination ot members 
of Christ being united in faith and Gospel order, and. iu order to maintain 
unanimity in faith, perpetuate union, communion, » wore pertect knowledge 
of each other, ty promote the welfire of Zion, ¢ the blessings of relig- 
jon to ourselves and others, do, therefore, i tre tear of God, mutually agree 
tu maintain and keep the « of a Maptist Church, when fully organized 
according to the constitution and articles of faith 

Then, the Articles of faith, ay recognized by the regular Baptist Church, 
were decinred und signed by those present, asthe proper step preliminary to 
organization 

On the ZOth of February, 1830, pursuant to the request of those above 
nated, und tle of others of like faith in Cass County, Jolin kavshit, 
William flunce nnd Jolin Lesnon from Deer Creek Church, biter 
Samuel Arthur, frum Wea Church, met tor the purpose yaniging 
them inte a Gospel Church, blder Arthur acting as Moderntor aid Juln 
Lennon, Clerk, A council bang thas oranized, ‘hose seven brothera agit 
hiserd first numed, presented (heir letters, which being rend, the 
ade the fullawing proclamation: 1 We, the above presbytery, lo herehy 
ceruly that we have, pursuant to their request, yornituted them inten Hospel 
Churets HEN LENNON, Clerk.” 
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At that date, Eller BoP. Manning was called to labor with the church, 
and continued to do so for several nv In the meantime, ot 
dixquietude prevailed members, wanitesting atsell in trequent 
delinquencies, on the part of many, ie theirattendauce upon church services 
Thece manifestations continued tirougbout tie year, 

December 5, INU. Eller CLM. Nichsnoud wos employed, bis (erm of 
service commencing October 10 preceding. Notwithstanding the frequent 
change of pastors, there was little vbatement in the spiritef disunity, aris 
ing, perhaps, more from a dissatisfaction with che nature of the old church 
polity than with the pastor in) char; To remedy this element of discord, 
It was proposed to mulify the arricles so as to conform essentially to the 
advanced opinions. Failing to secure a purpose so essential to the healthy 
growth and prosperity of ihe church and the tiiihful observance of Christiva 
duties, withdrawals of membership bevame more aud more frequent, until 
the necessity for an new organization, taking more advanced rounds in mit- 
ters of faith and discipline, was fully manifested. OQcexsional meetings and 
services continued to be held, however, uncil April 3, LS5z, when the First 
or ‘Regular '’ Baptist Church in Loginsport ceased to exist ns such, the 
Second Church, in the meantime, having taken its place. 
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THE SECOND BAPTIST CHURCH 


was organized on the 4th day of April, 
vious notice of the purpose contemplated.

This meeting was presided over by Key. CM. Richmond; Sumuel A, Hall 
acting as Clerk.

Within a 
period of two years (1556-7), sixty-eight had been added—the larger part 
recent etmictan' Soon the tide set back, the population of the city fora 
while diminished, the public works—the canal and bridges—being com- 
pleted, and the times reversed," 

Within a periad of thirty years from the organization of the church, 
three hundred and eichty-two members were received and participated in 
its exercises, The results attainel in the eighteen years succeeding give 
assurance thot the kind aod quality of the spiritual instruction received, 
with the personal example of the reverend instructor who watched over it 
in the early years of it# upbuilding, have ind much to do in the measure of 
its permaueacy and usefulness of the church to-day, 

Father Dost,’ as he was familiarly known, continued his pastoral 
relation with this church from its organization until I866, when he was 
relieved from active work in that reiation. He wag succeeded by Rey 
Adolckus 8. Dudley, whose term of service commenced immediately upon 
the close of Dr. Post's thirrr-sixth year of patient watch-care over the in- 
ter vite! to the upbuildiong and ,prosperity of the socicty best known ns 
«© Father Post's Chureb. * 

While Dr. Vost thus ceased to labor as the Pastor of this church, in Lo- 
gansport, his time was appropriated almost exclusively to missiowary work 
among those branches cf tie parent church in the city, which hiv paternal 
care iad planted and nwartured in the country adjacent, during the latter 
years of his useful and exeroplary life. 

Mr. Dudley commenced bis work with au interested zeal commensurate 
with the macnitude of his task, continuing thus to maintain, by his asside- 
ity, the extensive popularity of the chuveh acquired through the long years 
of Father Tost's pastoral experience. {le remained in charge during the 
succeeding three yeurs, at the end of which time Dr. Jnmes Matthews was 
chosen to succeed him. 

The church, under his ministrations, maintained its former prestige 
in the religious world. Dr. Matthews resigned his charge sometime during 
the Spring of 1574. After »® short interval, Rev. Kobert B. Stimson way 
clothed wito the psstoral charge in Dr. Matthews’ stead, continuing in that 
relation until the last of April, 1876, Te was succeeded, a short time after 
hy Rey. Roswell C. Post, the roungest son of the late Martin M. 
in fact founded the church and to whose example and watch-care it owes so 
much to-day. Than now, perhaps, the church waa never in better condi- 
tien and its epbere of usefulness never so roinpletely occupied as at present. 
At this writing, preliminary steps are being taken to enlarge and beautify 
their house of worship.

FIRST, OB OLD SCHOOL. 


Until 182k, when the Presbyterian Chureh of the United States was 
divided into two distinct branches, the New School, or Second Church, as it 
ig now known, compr-ed the whole family of the Church in Cass County, 
which wes represented by Dr. Post, to whose fusteriny care itis indebted 
for the high rank awarded ty tin this community. From t inte a prad- 
vial separation of the adherents of the two elements begun to take place 
breneb continuing to welen until, by the aetron of the Layansport 
tery, some time subsequently, the disintegration heenme compiete, 
oulerowth of these proceedings of the controlling authority of the Church 
at we was the organization of what was declared to be the * Old School 
Chureb.”’

“On the Ist of August, 1867, Rev. William Greenough, of Piqua, Ohio, 
ou a previ call of the church," became Pastor, and continued io that 
relation until the fall of IS70. The accessions during the Gme he labored 
with the church were seventy, in a period of three years. 

He wus succeeded by Rev. L. M. Scofield, the present ccupant, in Jan- 
vary, USTL. Underhis ministration, the church and Sun.ay School have 
greatly increased in the number of their members and the eSciency of their 
labors. The good results wrought out by the superior ex-cutive aiulity of 
those having in charge the management of church affairs made the necessity 
fur further enlargeoient of the dimensions of their place ef worship appar- 
ent, With this object in view, plans and speertications were agreci upon 
and the work of remodeling the old structure commenced about the 10th of 
September, 1877. So rapidly was the work pushed forwnni that the mag- 
nificeut new church editics, now completed, was ready for occupancy ou cbe 
di day of December, 1877, and services were accordingly held there on 
that day.

METHODIST CHURCH. 


As the Methodist was the Church of the pioneer work in Indiana gener- 
ally, so, expecially, in the Wabash Valley, soon after the ort settlements 
had heen made, itinerants uf the Methodist persuasion becin to visit this 
locality, delivering their messages of peace and good will to audiences con- 
sisting of a few of the scutteret settlers, brought together br the patient 
searching out and earnest solicitation of the messengers theriselves. 

In September, 1824, the Western Conference of the M. E. Church was 
held at Madison, Indiana. At this session, Rey. Steven R. Beggs was ap- 
pyinted to the Crawrordaville Cirenit, embrucing Crawfurdstlle, Covington, 
Attica, Lafayette, Delphi, Logansport and Fort Wayne, At the succeeding 
Conference, beld in 1429, Mr. Begyrs was appointed especiall> to the Logans- 
port Mission, embracing Logansport, Delphi and Lafayette. The appro- 
priation for missionary purposes that yoar aggregated no more than $50, a 
stipend so simmll that at the end of the frat quarter, Mr. Beczs was reiieved 
trom duty here and sent to another charge. [He was succeesed in this field 
hy Rev. Hackaliah Vrendendurzh, [His success does not sppear to have 
been great, from the infrequent mention of his name, 

On the 25d of January, 180, a notice was published in the Pottareatomie 
Tires, the ooly newspaper then in Logansport, that on the following 
Saturday evening, and Sunday morning at 11 o'clock, Janusry 29 and 31, 
ev. M. Nudenburg, Methodist, would preach in the Ser.nary, then the 
ouly public iuilding in Cuss County adapted to such purposes, 

At this date, it is understood, the tirst class was formei, out of which 
has grown the Methorlist Church of to-day in Cass County. Theimtirst class 
was composed of Judge Jolin Seutt and wife, Joseph Hall and wife, Ben- 
jamin Koyart and Joel Martin. 

Meetings were then beld usually at the Seminary, and nox unfrequently 
at private resilences, by this nucleus of a church, until 18:7, when a small 
class room was builton the east side of Sixth street, about midway between 
Mirondway and North street, In this building, meetings of the clasy were 
heli; und here, also, the first Sunday sehool was organized. Subsequently, 
in Is a brick chureh, of fair dimensivos, was huilt on the same lot. By 
this time, the membership had increased 40 that a building of the propor- 
tions of the one just erected nonecessity, During the succeeding tvelve 
or thirteen years, this was the house of worship of the covzregation. Io

Letird, acting under (he authority of the 
Domestic Committee of the Missionary Society of the I Church in the

“On the Mth of the same month, he organized a congregation by the 
name of 7rin/y, at which time, in the sehool room occupied by the mis 
sionary, vestry was elected, composed of (ie following persons: Jolin 8. 
Patterson. Esq., Jobn Green, Ur. TIL fhowes, Jobu FE. Howes, Cupt. Jucob

The erection of a church seems early to lave engagel the atention of 
Mr. Laird, for on the 8th of August, IK42, his record shows that contribu- 
tions towanl the erection of the first Trinity Church had been received at 
that date, to the amount of $46.10 in cash and securities—an excellent 
showing 

The erection of the church progressed with a fair degree of activity, the 
basement being first completed aud occupied. The audieace room was used, 
though the building was not entirely completed, in IS43. ‘The first record 
referring to the use of the church room bears late February 19, 1545. 

The frst class for confirmation was presented to and vontirmed by Bishop 
Kemper who confirmed the first tive classes), March 17.1842. fn this class 
was Mrs. Hf. V. Fitch; in the third class. Qetohor 19, 1845, was Mrs. Tuttle. 

On the Sth of August, 1841, the Lorl’s Supper was first administered by 
Mr. Lauri to five persons. During his rectorship, which closed sometime in 
the Spring of L840, the number of communicants in the church agereguted 
sixteen. 

Succeeding Mr. Laird, cawe the Rev. A. Clark, who was appointed mis- 
sionary at Logansport, by the Missionary Society, entered upon the discharge 
of his duties January 14, 1845. eaty communicants were added during 
the pastorate of Mr, Clark, making 56 in all, of whom 19 were lost by 
removal and 3 by Jeath, leaving a total membership of only 14, at the close of 
his labors in the summer of 1518. 

After the resigcacion of Mr. Clark, only occasional services were had, by 
Bishop Kemper, oa the 24th of June, 1849. ona visit for baptism and con- 
firmarion, and at other times hy Kev. Mr. Thelps, of Delphi. 

Rev, Walter E. Franklin touk the rectorsliip on the } ich of March, 1855, 
remaining until Mar, 1804. During his stay, he baptized six, married one, 
and eizht were corirmed, Bishop Upfold officiating. At the close of his 
pastorate, in May, [S54, Mr. Franklin reported to the convention twenty 
communicants. 

Rev. John Trimble, Jr., succeeded Mr. Franklin, in January, 1855, 
remaining in charze until March 31, 1857, his number of communicants 
aggregating nineteen, three only being confirmed during his term. 

For mre than a sear followinz, no regular services were held. In the 
Summer or Fall of 1858, Rev. Elias Burdsall became Rector, nnd continued 
in that relation until the close of the year 1359, when the list of commumi- 
cants numbered twenty-three,

FIRST UNIVERSALIST. 


From the organization of the county up to 1S41, few sermons in advocacy 
of the doctrine of the ultimate «alyation of the buman fiuuily from error aod 
unbelief had been delivered io tiis lueulity. At tbat date, Key. Erasmus Man- 
ford, now of Chicugo, bezin to deliver bis messages concerning the fairb that 
was in him to the good people of Logansport and its adjacent neighborhoods, 
Then, there were not more than fifteen or, possibly, twenty outspoken be- 
Kevers in the teachiags of that denomination in the entire county. Mr. 
Manford was an active and zealous worker in the cause hie lahored to vindi- 
cate. The hounds of his mission extended throughout the Valley of the 
Wabash, and beyond, wherever he could secure a heuring. Ie was, indeed, 
the pioneer minister of tat persuasion in all Northern In:liann. In the 
Winter of 1842-3, several sermons were delivered by ministers from beyond 
the limits of the Stare to large and attentive audiences. 

Ay early as S145, Rey. Wm. S Clark was employed, teaporerily, by 
the friends in Logansport and vicinity to preach at short intervals. From 
that time forward, preaching was more frequent, resulting in a greatly 
increased interest in the peculinr doctrines of sect. 

In the Summer and fall of 1557, meetings and services were more fre- 
quent than ever before, ca increased desire being manifested hy the public 
to hear proclamntioa of te doctrines go generally reprohated from the pul- 
pits of the less liberal sects. Uccasionaliy, ministers from other localities 
venture out for the purposes of pioneer work, visiting Logansport and its 
immediate neighborhood in their route. Whenever one such was anuounced 
to deliver his message, a comparatively large and always deeply interested 
nndience was gure to greet him, Atmong the more populur, during that 
period, were Rev. B. F. Foster, of Indianapoiis, Isaac M. Westfall, of La 
Fayette, and T. C. Eaton, of Illinois, Through their efforts, spirit of 
inquiry was awakened, and the determination to organize a society soon 
becnme manifest. In August and September of that year, and early in Qc- 
tober, there were several seasons of revival, Kev. Mr. Eaton laboring to 
that end. 

On the 10th of October, 1557, an organization was effected, with a mem- 
bership of seventeen, consisting of David Neal, Joseph Elwards, Hannah G. 
Elwards, Joseph N. Hendrickson, Mary J. Hendrickson, Jane Eldridge, 
Catharine P. Davis, T. B. Helm, Jolin Comingore, Elon Wade, James L. West, 
Mubil J, Wade, Susaa P, Eaton, Vhilip J. Le Rose, Elliott Lamb, James 
Chappelow and Jnmes J. Rates. 

After that time, services were beld only ence a month, regularly, some- 
times more frequently, but at irregular intervals, at which either Mr. Foster, 
Mr. Westfall or Mr. Eaton officiated, the society increasing in strength and 
popularity.

atthe corner of Ninth and Spear streets. ia the city of Logansport, erected 
vud furnishei at a cost of $=.200, Since that ume, the congregation bas 
increased nearly two hundred in the nusuber of its mewbers, and bas other- 
wise been ia a healthy and prosperous condition, eajoying the fruits of 
zealous labor in their chosen teld. 

At the close of Mr, Parsons’ term of service, Elder C. M. Robertson was 
called, sustaioing the pastoral relation with distinguished ability during the 
years 1875-4. His labors were crowned with ensinent success, and the 
evidences of his devotion to the cause of his chorce will long remain to 
round bis people of the master spirit who ministered to them in times pust. 

While enziged in the <pecial work, this congregation, during the year 
1874, main!y through his instrumentality o brunch church wns organized on 
the South Side, aad a beautiful brick editice erected as a house of worship, 
the congreation supplying it with the ne-dful furniture 

After Mr. Robertson closed his term of service, the chureh was without 
A pistor for s short season, yet services were conducted with consideeble 
olarity bs leading lay members of the church. Ulsimately another Vas- 
tor was callel in the person of Elder (. W. Martz, who remained in charge 
during the yezrtollowing, but was a less efScient Pastor than Elder Robertson. 

Upon the close uf the term for which Elder Murtz had been employed, 
vertices were again held by lay members, wio thereby prevented the subsi- 
dence of intecest in the observance of Christian luties. Un the meantime, 
traveling Eliere oceasionally occupied the pulpit, until, some time in the 
Spring of IS77, Elder Jobo Uilis wasen mized ay the minister in charge, and 
who now continues in (lat relation, At present, services are bell recularly 
every Lord's day, morniag ant evening, in their comf:rtable chapel, und in 
connection with these services is m model Sunday school, the manugement of 
which is under the superintesience of Mr. J. B. Winters. There is one 
ture in the wanagement of this school that hag, in tue experience of this 
church, been one of the most powertul levers in asecuriaz continuity of inter- 
est in both schoal and church.

ORPHANS HOME ASSOCIATION. 


Asearly as the Summer of 1875, the question of organizing an institn- 
tion for the purpose of better providing for the wants ef that clues of unfor- 
tunates who are left without estate or the means of support by the death or 
indigence of parents was \juite extensively canvassed among the charitably: 
disposed of our citizens. About that tine, a few of the warm hearted Chris- 
tian ladies of our city undertook the task of supplying the apparent demand. 
Tue movement met with the emphatic approval of the entire community, 
and its immediate deiwands seconved hy the contributions awarded fur that 
purpose. Central amous those who operated with devoted efort to that end 
was Mrs. Minnie Grithth, of this city. She gave form to the enterprise by 
toking charge of the temporary organization in person, devoting her time 
and ecergies, and providing a suitable building fur the practical demonstra- 
tion of the cherished iden, 

For two years, the experiment was tested by the measure of expericace 
and its utility fully assured, notwithstanding there were many diseourage- 
merts enccunteredt anil overcome with a spirit that ensures certainty in the 
attainment of any desired end. 

With these results in view nnd the wagitude ef the work duly weiched, 

ata meeting of the Bourd of Managers, held on W ednesday, the 2d day of 
January, 1574, to consivier the propr: of re-organization, a large attend- 
ance of the friends of the Association being present, giviny sanction to the 
Proceedings fraught with such momentous interest to the well-being of the 
Society. 
The result of the munazement, ny developed in the second annual report, 
jhowed that during the y it had twenty-uine children under its care, 
and, as opportunity had aderded good homes bad been provided for some, 
while others were returned to their mothers, who th: ught they were able to 
care for them, leaving in the asylum, at present, ninetcen inmates, twelve 
of whom are attending school. Of the whole number enrolled at this 
date, only three remain who were there when the last annunl Teport was 
rendered.”” 

On the Ist of February following, the re-erganization was perfected, under 
the corperate name of “The Orphans’ Home Association.” The range and 
scope of the organization is fully set forth in the articles of the Associativo, 
as follows: 

“We, the unilersigned, residents of the City of Logansport, in Cass 
County, in the State of Iniliana, do hereby associate ourselves tor the pure 
pose of orgnnizing anil niintaininy a benevolent or charitable association 
for the care, support, discipline and education of orphan aud poor cbildren 
within Cass County, Jndinna, and to establish and maintain a ‘home’ for 
furtherance of the aforesaid object of sail Acsocintion. 

“ Any one may become a member of thi¥ Associntion by subseribing to i 
articles and paying the sum of S"innually toward ita support. Membership 
is lost by failure to pay suid suin of S% annually. There xhull he each year, 
and on the first Wednesiluy of January of each year, twelve Directory ele ted, 
in whom shall be repowel the care and man ent of the affairs of the 
Assiciution and of its property nud fieance. These Direciars shall bnve no 
authority to borrow money on credit of the Association or to pledge its 
Property hy mort save or otherwise for the paytent of money; but. in other 


Tespects, shull have full power to contract tur und transact the business of 
the Axsocintion. 


“There shall he no sectarian or relig 
meat of the \ssyciation.””

MEXICAN WAR. 


Upon the declaration of war by the United States in June, 184, and » 
enll for voluuteers by the Garernor of the state of Indiana, Cass County 
was the frst to respond with a full company, under the coumand of Capt 
Spear S. Tipton, Fer a graphic history of this company and its exploits, 
the render ig referred to the i lowing, slightly condensed, from the pen of 
Corporal MeFndin, to whose painstaking care our people are indebted for 
the preservation of mauy interesting incidents connected with the expedi- 
Gen—its departure, military service und return home with the trophies 
ot war: 


CASS COUNTY VOLUNTEE@S IN THE MEXICAN WAR. 
BY CORPORAL & L m'PADIN. 


“The 8th of June, 1546, will long be remembered ay an eventful day in 
the history of Cassy Couoty in general, and Logausport in particular. Go 
that day, it had been announced, tlhe boys were to leave fur the seat of war, 
The town was full of people from all parts of the county to witness the de- 
parture, many having relatives and friends in the company, which consisted 
of ninety-two men, not one of whom, except Capt. Speur S. Tipton, was mar- 
ried. he Captain left us at New Albany, having received a Lieutenant's 
commission in tbe Regular Army, thus leaving the company without a mar- 
ried man ia it, which could Lardly be said of any other compuny in that 
war. 

«Before the departure of the company, the ladies of Loganport presented 
it with an elegant fag, prepard by their bands, asa memento of the good 
opinion entertained and an inducement to deeds of valor on the battle field. 
Wirh mnny fond adieus and bopes expressed for our safe return, we took 
transportation to Inlianapo'is, over the Michigun rowd, in thirty wagons, 
Lo railroads at that time having been built in this part of the State. 

“Arriving at the cupital. we were quartered at the Valmer House, the 
princtpai otel of the city, (apt. Cyrus Vigus acting as Quartermaster and 
Commnesary. Lt was yet thirty miles to the railroad, at Nuinburgh, ou the 
Madison & fodianspolis Kows, lo which place we bad the same kind of 
trausportitiou, but thence ty Madison by rail We passed down tne 
inclined plane of the Mulisos bill, at an angle of forty-five degrees, in open 
box cars, with such velocity (hat sume thought the middle of the Uhio River 
woulll be our destination.

Searcely had it been announced thut Fort Sumter bad been fired upon 
before the spirit of war commanded the though(s and actions of our people. 
The reeponse was as reudy as the impulse was determined, aod the aistory 
of the part txken by our soldiers in the various encounters that mark tbe 
progress of the war, presents a record as creditable, perhaps, ag that of any. 
other county in Indiana, if, indeed, it is not equal to that of any other ia 
the nation. As an evidence of the promptness (hat charicterized the move- 
ments of our people upon call for tieir services, it i4 omicr stated roat Cass 
County ferpished a company of the original Ninth reciment of Indisna Vol- 
unteers, the first that left the State for sersice in West Virginia. On the 
b of April, 1861, the first call for troops was made by the Presideot 
The following day, the first commissivn was issued to Robert H. Milroy, as 
Captain of Company G, Six days later, Dudley [f. Chaze was commissioued 
Captain of Company K, of the same regiment, who reported at once for duty 
and was mustered into service on the tenth day after the issue of the call 
for volunteers, 

The regiment left for the seat of war, departing from 'ndianapolis on the 
oth of May, and three days later was in active service, participutic? in an 
engazement at Vhilippi, on the $d of June. These were ninety days men, 
but dur-ng this shert period they exhibited fighting qualities worhy the 
cause that called them forth. Capt, Chase, after serving during the period 
of his eulistinent, immediately re-entered service in the Seventeenth U. S. 
Inufuntry, where he woo for himself o most honorabie record. 

Immediately upon the call of May %, ISGL, for three rears men. enlist- 
ments began to be male in this county. So rapidly were enrollmen:3 made 
that another company was formed, which afterwurd Lecane Company F, of the 
Twentieth Regiment. When this regiment was orginized, Willinm L. Brown, 
of this county, was elected Colonel, and Benjamin H. Smith, Major, their 
commissions bearing date July 23, 1801. Company F of this regiwent had 
for its superior officers, Joha Kistler, of Carroll County, Captain; Thomas 
Ho Logan, First and Ed. ©. Sutherland, Second Lieutenant, both of Cass 
County, On the 15th of November 1662, T. H. Logan became (Captain, 
when Ld. C Sutherland was promoted to the First Lieutenantey and Harvey 
H. Miller, also of this county, to the Second. Jonathan ©. Kirk was com- 
missioned as Second Lieutenant on the Ist of August, 1St4, and subse jueutly 
promoted to the First Lieutenantcy, on the re-organization of the re riment. 

The Twentieth Regiment made a record for itself in the bistory of the war 
that will not soon be obliterated, sufleriag, perhaps, more severely in the 
loss of othcers and men killed and disabled, than any other regiment of the 
Seate. . Grown was killed on Manassey Plains, August 29, Lso2, and 
Listory sserbes to him the credit of being a brave man, a judicious officer 
andarigid disciplinurian. In this ond subsequent battles in which the 
Twentieth was engnzed, many of Cass County's gallant sons yielded uo their 
lives for the country's good, while others, froin the eSoct of wounds recived 
and diseases incurred, eame home to ‘lie. Among these was Lieut, suther-

SNAKE STORY. 

The following narrative of an encounter with a rattlesnake is given by 
Mr, Benjamin Porter, of Clintou Towaship, whose veracity is unquestioned. 
He say: About the 20th of May, 1331, Land my brother were prospect 
ing for land, with the view of selecting a tract suitable for purchase and 
occupancy asa homestead, whenever we should deteriaine to settle The 
night previous, we hal stopned at Lockport, in Ccrrall County, at the house 
of a Mr. Barnes, who suleequently crecced a mill oa Burnett's Creek, in 
that vicinity, faving eaten an early breakfast, we left taking a porth- 
easterly course, until we urrived at the boandary line of Section 4, in Town- 
ship 26 north, Range | west. Here we halted and began to luok sround, 
taking observations. 

“—t was concluded that we should separate. my brother truciag the 
boundary lines, while [ woulll go through, each taking note of the kind 
of timber, and the 'ay and quality of the land. Lxpecting to meet -nnkes 
ip our route, we bad taken the precautionary step to cut a stick apiece, for 
the double purpose of a watking stick and asa weapon of defense acuinst 
rattlesnnkes, which were then numerous in thal loen'ity, should cceasion 
require it.

the town of Marion, Marion County, Ohio, and their associ«cs sud success 
ors, heirs and assienees, acting under the company nanie nioresaid, the ex- 
clusive privilege, for the teri of twenty-five years from the: aie, of using 
the streets and alleys of the city, ax then or thereacter laid cut, for the pur- 
pose uf laying down in said streets and alleys the necessary pipes for che 
conveyance of gas for the use of the city and its iniiabitants. The compsay 
was also exempted from the payment of city taxes for a period of Ave years 
from the Ist of January, It4. 

In consideration of the furegoing and other privileges, the company was 
requived, on or before the Istof October, 1563, toc mplete the apparatus cor 
generating gas, ant lay down in connection therewith, at l-wt one mile of

The works were accordingly put in operation, and the company, frm 
time to tine, extented their mains and increased the eapaciy for manutse- 
turing cas in quantity and quality as required by she public demand.

All the principal streets, public buildings and business bou-es, ax well 93a 
large proportion of the private residences of the city, are lighted from the 
supply of these works.

fect working order for $175,000. ‘Thi sum including the 7 irchase of tre 
Forest Mill property. ‘The qnina extend through nine mles of streess, 
passing under the bed of Kel River to the West Division, at broadway, thus 
furnishing that part of the city, as well us the basiness =retion, with an 
abundant supply of coud water. The works were fully cuwpleced and io 
working order, in September, 1876.

Atan early date in the history of the township, the citizens of 
Boone began to fes! on interest ia thcir spiritual welfare, whieh re- 
sulted in the holdiny of reiizious weetines at the residence of Martin 
Key, by the denomination knowu as Baptists. Soou atter eame the 
Methodists, aud still lgter the Unwed Urethren, The first church in 
the township was built by che United Brethrea in Roval Center, in 
1862. The next was by the Gierman Lutheran, known as the 
“ Albright Ckapel.” 


The first school in the township was tauybt io the Winter of 


1835-36, by Thomes Harvey. [no the Wioter of’ 1838-29, another 
school was taught in Roynl Venter. by Mary Washburn.

The tirst will in the township was built by Conn & Hendee. 
Tt was similar, in one respect, to that built by Mr, Stevens, in Harri 
son Township, namely, the power being generated by a good yoke of 
Oren, 

Boone is situated in the extreme northyest corner of the county.

JEFFERSON TOWNSHIP. 


The above name would convey to the mind of the reader the idea 
that fat che time of the orcinization of their township chere were 
within her limits seme ardent admirers of the statesman and Presi 
dent, Phowes Jefferson, Hence the Cownship was so named as a 
wieans of perpetuating bis imenwory 

Jetierson is properly elissed amon the larvest townships of Cass 
County, Ut ts situated in the western part, its extreme westera 
border being White County, the southeru portion borderin: upon 
the Wabash Raver. ‘The land aleny cis stream, even by the Endisn 
was hizhly prized. Llenee, when the white inan mate his appearance 
he was desirous of choosing fur his future home land not far removed 
froin ats tertile valleys. * 

As early as the year 1828, according to the best authority at our 
comma, William Price settled on the turm now owned by the heirs 
of Peter Elsroth. For the period of one year, Mr. Price field undis- 
puied sway of the forest, his only companions beins the Indians and 
wild beasts, 

The year following, however, 1329, he was joined in bis seeming 
solitary retreat by John Myers, who fixed nis home ou what is known 
as the Gordon furm 

In the year 1830, four more men came who were in no wise 
daunted by the dreary prospects presented by a heme in an almost 
unbroken wilderness, but with stout hearts. whether so from oature or 
necessity, they came and entered npou the arduous task of bringing 
the forests into a state of cultivation. They were Peter Elsroth, who 
located on the farm belonging to his heirs; Major Smith, on the Gry 


; farm; James Willicms, on the turm oow owned by Mr. Lynus; and 


Andrew McMillen, who settled on the furm belouging to Mr. Sauder- 
soa. 

In the year 1831, emizration from sume cause seemed (o decline, 
aod we Were unable to learn the names of any who entered the towa- 
ship during that period. In 1852 (possibly some named bere may 
bave come a year earlier), etuizration again revived and a number 
were aided to the little colony. They were as follows: Robert 
Gray, who settled on the farm owned by his son Juan, Taylor Stur- 
geon, on the Barr farm, and Jolin Kistler, on the farm owned by 
Wu. H. Standley, 

In the year 1833, Dr. James Gerdon, still a citizea of the town- 
ship, settled un the Coble farm and Beauiord Banta, on the furm 
where he is now living. Others of the same year were Alexander 
Gray, on the far owned by his son Harrison; and Aaron R “nbarzer, 
on the farm where his son is livioy at present. 

In 1834, A. B. Hildebrand settled on the fara where he is still 
living. The same year cawe David Wirrick, futher of Washivetua 
Wirrick, of Cicott, who setled ou the George Walker farm ; Joseph 
Day. on the lot in the little vilinge of Georgetown; aud Absalom 
Cruse, on the farm owned by the Kovers heirs. 

Among those who came in 1825, we name “Major Daniel Bell, 
William Neithereut, Joha Shaw, Israel Watts, Daniel Small, Jobo 
Watt and Alexander Scott. 

In 1530 caine Larken Herman, Jacob Myers, Thomas Rogers, 
John Scott aud Thomas Huarless 

Soon after the year 1836, were the fullowing- Alexander Sea- 
rivht, David GL. Devore, Timothy Calloway and William M- Rogers, 
with a long list of others equally deserviny, whieh, owing to the many 
ebanges which occurred about that ume, must necessarily be omitted. 


The citizens of Jeflerson were, at an early date, enlisted in their 
spiritual welfare ; aceordinuly, a3 early ay the year 1835, a relivious 
mectiog, the first in the township, was beld at the eabin of Robert 
Cray, by the Christians or Disciples. William Hicks and the Scort 
brothers were pioneer preachers of thie devomisation. The nezt 
denomination to hold worship in the towuship was the Dunkards or 
German Baptists, who held their ane eti the cabin of David Wir 
rick, ‘The tiret church in the township was built by the Presbyterians, 
on the Jolin Wilson farm, about the year 1845. 


The citizens were not ouly intereted in spiritaal but also in the 
intelectual welliare of her citizena — Hence, as eariy ay the year 1430, 
a schoo! house was builton the Danham farm, As the population 
increased and the demand for more school houses beeame apparent, 
they were readily constructed by the people. 

The first mill in the township, and among the earhest in the 
county, was a coro cracker, built near the present site of Georeewown, 
about the 1529, by George Cicott.

Owing to the fact that part of her land was situated so near the 
county seat, it came carly into market. Accordingly, as early as the 
1823, a man named Henry Garrett entered the wiiderness of what is 
now Noble, and selected for his future home the furm at this time 
belonging to Mr. Forlow. 

For about the period of one vear, Mr. Garrett was the sole inhub- 
itant of the township, excepting, of course. the Tndiau who still found 
a home in the decp sclitude of her forests Sometime in the year 
1829, George Richardson, who a tew montis previously had settled 
in Section 2 ay Township, thinking to better his condition. joined 
Mr. Garrett ia his laudanle enterprise of convertiny the forests into 
tillabie land. Efe located on what is now the Lillian farm. The 
same year (1S29), Willian Grant settled on the laud belonging to 
Mr. Douzlass. 

The following year, 1850, ocenrred the land sule at) Logansport. 
At that time was sold much of the land now embraced withia the 
borders of Noble, many of the purchosers taking posse-sion imm 
diately of the land they had bought. Among those who came in 
that year (1830), we name Robert McMillen, with his mother and 
brothers. The7 settled on the east side of what is at present the 
Fleteber farm. Hia brothers were Jolin, William, George, James 
and Thomas. Joho bad been in che iowaship some time previous to 
1830, but had never made entry of land. Thus it will be seen that 
the McMillen family formed a littl: colony within itself Only one 
of the family. Robcrt. is still a citizen of the township. Wor many 
years he applied himself succes-ti:lly to his trade. that of millwrighe. 
The greater part of his lift, however, has been spent in the ever 
honorable position of farmer, u position which he has filled quite 
successfully, judging from his present improvements. Recently, in 
calling upon him for some historical information, we were surprised 
to find a man of his age, one who has lived out his three seore and 
ten years, basil A portrait of this ven- 
erable pioneer appears on anyther of the Atlas.

He tells us that at the time of their coming, there 
were but three faruilies living within the boundaries of what is now 
Clay Township. They were Samuel Ward. Daniel Fuller and George 
Rickardson. They had all loexted, and were living wpon Seerion 14. 
From the improvements ther had made, Mr. Shiclis thinks they had 
come the year previous, 1825, probably all about the same time. 

The four wen named above having led the way into the dense 
tor-sts of Clay, others were soon induced to follow their example 
Betore the cinse of the year 182", the following men were enrolled 
as citizens of the township: Johan Alexander and William Seott, 
both on the farm now owned by Johu Davis; “Jack” Smith, on 
what is now the Adam Moorehart tarm; Ilenry Miller, on tlhe 
Hunphrey farm; Renten Covert, on the farm helongi sto M 
Cooke; and Joseph Sellers, on what is nuw the Joho White firm. 

In 1820 came a number of worthy men, who were in no wise 
disruayed by the yloomy prospects presented by a home in the wilder 
ness, but who soucht with their sinewy arms to aid in the noble work 
of brinzing the forest into a state of cultivation.

MIAMI TOWNSHIP. 


The name “ Miami’’ was probably civen this township in memory 
of the tribe of Indians of that name, to whom at an early day all 
the lands within her limits belonged. The Wubash River forms the 
southern boundary, while Vel River firms its boundary on the north. 
The land along these streams is exceedingly fertile. hence at an early 
date the land of this township was sought by the speculators, as well 
as by the pieacer who desired productive lund for a futare Lome. 

Perhays the first man to make permanent settlewent in this tawn- 
ship was Petir Berry, father of Jolin FH. Berry, the latter still a 
citizen of the township. He came early in the year 1830, and fixed | 
his home on the farm now owned by Mr. Cart. Mr. B. cume for 
the purpose uf bringing some of her tertile acres into a state of cul- 
tivation. Accordingly the sound of his axe was heard early and late 
in felling her dense forests. Soon, a small “patch” of ground was 
cleared, which gradually extended its area nntil the name field could 
be appropriately applied. Mr. Perry having the first cleared land in 
the township, to bis son John is due the honor of turning, fur culci- 
vation, the firs! furrow in the same. 

Peter Berry having opened the way into the forests of Miami, 
before the close of 1330, he was joined by the following men: John 
Fidler, who located on the farm yet owned by the heirs; William 
Conner, on the Gulluhan furm; and John Hoover, on the tarm ut 
present belonging to Mr. Moore. 

The year 1331 is memorabie in having brought to the township 
the following men, the majority of whom proved themselves worthy 
citizens and aided materially in advancing tue best interests of the 
township. They were Nathaniel Williams, father of Joho Williams, 
the latter yet an esteemed citizen of the township, and who selected 
as a future home the farm yet belonzing to his son Jolin; Isaac S. 
Patton, who settled on the farm owned by heirs; David Miller, §r., 
on the farm woere he is still liviny; aud Absalom Reed, on the farm 
still owned by his heirs. 

In 1852, 4 few more sub:tantial men were added to the hitle 
colony. They were Abraham Patton, who settled on the farm now 
owned by Mr. King; Jesse Midler, on the land belonging to his heirs ; 
William P. V: (exact locstion unknown); and James Henry, 
on the Levi Benuctt farm.

In that year, the first school in the town- 
ship was tauzht, in veabin on the Andrew fohoson tarm, The teacher 
was John Lehigh, About the year IS41, the first regular school 
house was built on the Johnson tarm. 

The township being situated so near Logansport, the citizens had 
the opportunity uf attending church at that place. No regular relig- 
ious meeting was held in the township until after the building of 
the school buuse on the Johnson farm. — This was used as a place of 
worship by both the Baptists and Methodists. Mr. Masoa was the 
Baptist minister. ‘The Brst church in the township was built on the 
Martin furm by the aid of several denominations, and, hence a Uniun 
Church, 

The township was orginized September 7, 1842. The tirst clection 
after the pertecting of the erginizauon, was held at Barton K. Keep’s. 
Jesse Juiian was chosen first Justice ot the Peace, 

Probably the first marriage evlebrated in the township was that 
of Peter Barron to Sarah Chamberlain, in 1330. 

In the year 1331, there was born to John Tipton aod wife a son, 
Gcorge T., who was, perbaps, the first white child born in the 
township. 

Among early deaths, we have to relate that of Sarah Ruckman, 
who was stabbed by her hushund in the Fall of 1545. This sad 
event ocenrred on the firm row owned by Dr. Justic The murderer 
was arrested and Jodyed in jail at Delphi, from which he afterward 
esa, 


Washington Township possesses a larye body of fertile land. 
This, as we bave said before, alwwavs enables the owner to make such 
improvements as he may desire. Hence, Washington, in this respect, 
bas kept pace with her sister townships. The names and location of 
churches are correctly siven in the township map. Ler schvol- 
houses are eight; enrolled school children, . 


DEER CREEK TOWNSHIP. 


This township derived its name from a stream which flows 
through its continues. The stream, it is said, was so called because of 
the great number of deer which, at an carly day, were found along its 
banks. 

The township is situated in the extreme southern part of the 
county. A portion of its territory was formerly included within the 
“Great Miami Reservation.” Accordingly, settlement did not com- 
mence there at so carly a date asin those townships removed some dis- 
tance from the Reservation and situated nearer the eounty scat, 

Tn the year 145, there were found tu men willing to try a home 
in the unbroken wilderness of what was soon to become Deer Creek 
Township. ‘They were Noab Bouts, whe settled on the surm now be 
longing to his son, Henry, and sFoseph Nett, who wed for his 
future home the land owned at present by William Snider, There 
was but litte dilisrenes in the arrival of the two ventlomen named 
above, both coming about the sume time. everal soma off the lest

In considering the progress Deer Creek hag mude in the way of 
improvements, we must take into cousideration the late date at which 
her lands came inte market, yet, so well bas she pl 
this respect that the stranger pissing through Cass 
scarcely believe Deer Creck teu or twelve years younzer thun wany 
of her sister townships.

Having 
remained ander the paternal root until he had uearly attained his 
w4tth yeur, he felt that he should thenceforth enter upon lite’s 
duties on his own account, and accordingly came westivurd, set- 
tling at Fort Wayne, Allen Connty, Indiana, then but revenuy or- 
ganized, 

Before leaving home, however, be had establi-hed a course of 
policy that seems to have been the rule by which he acep!ished 
the creut aims of his business life: “Jo one thing af a tine, and 
do that one thing well.’ An incident in his early life made 
this maxim his tali-man, When only 17 or 13 years oid, he 
was temporarily employed by an old Pennsylvania Quak+r, named 
William Salter, to make rails and build fence, One day, while thus 
engaged, the old yentl-man wax prevent, inteutly watching the move- 
ments of Cyrus, in accomplishing his work. Seeins the youow wan 
proceed by first splitting a few rails, then laying about a dozen panels 
of fence-worm, after which he would split another small oumber of 
tails and lay them along as before, in like manner proceeding with 
his work. Finally, the old Quuker, having satisfed his cun»sity, 
spoke thus earnestly to the young laborer: ‘Friend Cyrus. thee 
must learn to do one thing at a time, or be a poor mau all thy lite.” 
Cyrus saw the point, and profited by the suggestion, Afterward, he 
made rail-splitting the business of one occasion, and fence-building. 
another; never arain trying to do both at once. It proved a ieason 


| of great value to him in after lite. 


When he came to ort Wayne he had with bim about $490 io 
money, and before he had any opportunity to secure employment, he 


| was taken sick with the ayne, with which he suSered tora whole 


year. ‘Thus all bis money was spent, and he was about thirty dollars 
in debt. As svon as he was able, he struck out, and went to work, 
building fences aud los eabina for the {ndiang. Reuben Covert was 
hid companion, Uhe latter drove the oxen and hauled the mils, 
while Mr. Taber did the cuttin and eplitting, At the ead of one 
year, le had saved one hundred dollars, and with it, purchased the

When the railroad interest bezan first to be developed, Mr. Taber 
was one of its most zealous advocates, and to bua, perhaps, more dat | 
to any other mau, are the people of Cass County indebted for the ! 
first railroads that passed over her terntory. Iu short, he was iu | 
favor of whatever measure was best calculated to develop the tre | 
interests of the community. He was a friend (o the poor man, and | 
did much to assist those who showed a disposition to help themselves. | 
As such he will be long rewembered. Finally, utter a luvering | 
illness, on the 13th day of April, 1855, he passed cheerfully aud | 
peacefully to the life beyond. 


GEORGE W. EWING 
BY T. B. HELM. 

Geo. W. Ewing, a son of Alexander and Charlotte (Grifith) 
Ewing, was born in Monrve, Michigan Territory, about the year 
S03, moving thence with his parents to Washington, « frontier towo 
of Western Ohio, since known as Piqua. Here, and at ‘Troy, ua 
adjacent villaze. the family resided until the Spring of 15: wheo 
they moved to the ancient Miami town of Ke-ki-onya (Fort Wayne, 
Ind.), at that time the seat of the [udian Agency for the North- 
western tribes. 

The inducements thus presented for entering upon a lucrative 
trae, caused George io take the preliminary steps necessary to qualify 
himself for that basiness. This he did, «nd as early as 1826, we find 
him engaved in active business at Wa-pe-kon-net-ta, a little farther 
east, in the State uf Ghio, bis trade being chiefly with the Shawnees. 

From his readiness in acquiring a knuwledve of the language of 
this tribe, he was named by them, “She-walt-no” (speaking Shawace | 
and Miani). To Wm. G. Ewing, also, they gave the name of “She- 
wah-no-za"’ (Siewalino's brother ). 

In 1827, the firm of W.G. & G. W. Ewing commenced business 
in Fort Wayne, cridually extending it South and West, until it 
assumed the most givantic tions. The branch established at 
Lovunsport “commenced in , and continued until 1839, their 
headquarters being at the northeast corner of Market and Bridge 
streets 

Mr. Ewing was married oa the 10th day of December, 1828, to 
Mies Harriet Bourie. In 1830. be moved with his family, to Loyans- 

* port, remaining there unul 1539, when he settled in Peru, Miami 
County, Lodiana ' 

Alter a residence of seven years in that place, he again moved, | 
this time settling in the City of st. Louis, Mo.—-his yeneral business 
headquarters. Here, in January followine, Mrs. Ewinw died. He, 
however, remained there antil the death of his brother, William G., | 
on the Hth of July, 1554, whea, his business interest requiring his 
prexence at Fort Wayne, he made the latter place his home. 

During bis residence in Cass County, he was cleeted to represent 
this district in the State Senate, eerving in that position, to the entire 
gatisfactiva of his constituents, trom 1536 vu) 1839, when he rewoved, 
as previously stated, to Miami County. 

Mr. Ewing waa a fine business man, hayine, by his skillful man- 
avement, accumilated an iumense fortune, stinated, in round num- 
bers, at S1,225.000- 

Upon his return to Fort Wayne, his multifarious business cares 
wore |b ily upon bis nervous system, which eventually gave way, 


and he died of bilious pneumonia, on the 2¥ch of May, 1866. |

ALLEN HAMILTON.

Allen Hamilton was a native of Lreland, born in the county 
of Tyrone in the year 1798. When about 15 years of age, he 
was induced, by the clowins description of tbis country and its insti- 
tutions, to make it his future home. Aecordinzly, in July. 1517, 
having acquired, through his own exertions and the aid of his 
frieods, sutticient means to bring him across the deep. and with a 
small sum also to matotain him for a short time after his arrival, he 
set sail foy Quebee, whither he arrived in due course of time, His 
first adversity was the ship fever, w hich contined him for six weeks. 
From Quebce he went to Vhiladelphia, where he obtained a situation 
as clerk in an iron store, with a sulary of $10U a year and board 
With an increase of salary he remained in the sume situation until 
1820, when he came to Lawrencebury, Ind., and found a good situa- 
tion in the Clerk's office uf that place, where, also, he began the 
study of law. 

in 1823, he was induced by Capt. Samuel C. Vance to make Fort 
Wayne his future home. Here he obtained a situation in the Land 
Offce, and pursued at the same time his legal studies. Before prose- 
cuting these studies very far, he abandoned the project and com- 
vod niercantile life. in which be succeeded bvyond his expectations. 
Subsequently, Mr. Cyrus Taber took an interest in his business, 
the firm takin the name of Hamiltou & Taber. 

In the meantime Mr. Hamilton was united in marriage with Miss 
Emerine J. Ulolman, daughter of Hon. Jesse L. Holman, one of his 
early frivads. 

In 1824, ho was appointed Sheriff for the purpose of organizing 
Alleo County, end was re-elected for a full term, In 1430, be was 
elected Clerk of Allen County, and held the position seven yeara. 

In 1850, he was a member of the convention which furmed our 
prevent constitution, In 1$57,he visited Rurope. Upon his returv, 
he was elected a member of the State Legislature, and exerted a 
good induence in that body 

For some years, also, he was President of the Branch Bank 
of Lndiana, situated at Mort Wayne, und afterward established 
the well-known banking honse of Allen Hurnilton & Co. 

Mr. Hamilton way one of these noble characters whose very 
presence exerts a yenial influence throuvhout a community wherever 
he resided—one of Nature's noblemen, whose bonest impultes were 
manilested in every act of his lite. He was a friend to the poor, and 
kind!y disposed to all. 

He died as he bad lived, posocsing the profound respect and 
exweem of his fellow citizeos, ie departed this life in Aurust, 18t-4.

The subject of this sketch is the son of Napoleon B. Barron, one 
| of the pioneers of Cass County, and, at present, President of “the 

Old Settlers’ Society’ of this county ; wraudson of Joseph 
Barron, who was one of the official interpreters, under appointment 
of Gen, Harrison, during his carly administration of affairs in Indiaoa 
Territory. Mr. Barron was born in the ancient city of Vincennes, 
Knox County, Ind., on the 25th day of March, S44. In that city 
he spent the greater portion of his carly life, receivine in the common 
schools an education which, although not of the bigh scholastic 
order, was of a character that has siuce enabled him to participate 
successfully in the details of an active business lite. 

Upon the breaking out of the rebellion, when but little more than 
17 years of age, with the spirit that actuated the movements of 
young men and ‘old throughout the entire North, he volunteered 
in the service of his country to do battle for the maintenance of her 
rights. On the 19th of April. 1561, less than four days after the issue 
of President Linculn's proclamation, he enlisted in Company B, Pour- 
teenth Regiment Indiana Volunteer Intuntry, and continued in service 
with the regiment until the battle ol Antietam, Va., when he was 
transferred to Battery C, U.S. Artillery, While following the for- 
tunes of this branch of the army, ut the battle of Chancellorsville, on 
the 3d day of May, 1805, he lost bis lelt les, and, being thus 
incapacitated fur further duty, was honorably discharzed from the ser- 
vice on the Mth day of September following. | Returning at once to 
Vincennes, he was employed as a Government Messenver on the rail- 
roads of Tenne-see and Alabcuna, He remained on duty in this de- 
partment during the succeeding years of 1364 and 1565 until 
the close of the war. 

Having thus completed his military carcer, he removed to Lowans- 
port on the 22d of October, Tso, thence to Royal Center, in 
this county, On the 6th day of Pebruary, 1466, he and bis fither 
embarked in business, On the 25th day of March, 180s 
united in marriave with Miss Bliza A. daushter oi Joho Beckley, 
one of the oldest settlers in that part of the county.

From the time of bis settlement in Logansport properly eon 
wences his brilliant local and judicial career, Lndeed, prior to chat 
date, he bad scarcely bezun to tthe the initiative in professional lite 
therefore, that his success commenced with bis advent into 
Loxaunsport, is not an over-statement of the facts. The boundaries of 
a lawyer's practive, in those days, were aut circumscribed by county 
lines, or even direnits, for all of Nordhern Tndiana was an open tield, 
subject to be occupied by the suceesstul and diligent practitioner. 
The means of conveyance then did vot consist, as now, of a cushioned 
seat in a palace car, moved by the powerful sinews of the “irou 
horse,’ but the saddled charger of Arabian blood, over roads scarcely 
to be dreamed of in this list quarter of the nineteenth century 

Without possessing any special proclivities for palitieal strife, he 
was occasioually drawn by che popular current in that direction His 
experience io this Geld is well deseribed by another 
On the nomiuation of Henry Cliy for che Presidency im 1844, 
vated his election, and was placed on the electoral ticket. Lo 
1845, he beeume a candidate for the Ste Legislature, but was 
defeated (by an old settler). He was elected President Judes of 
the Kighth Judicial District in December, 1846, in which otBce he 
continued until 1S He was a member of the Constitutional Con- 
vention which assembled in 1S50. Although the district was aguinst 
his party, he received a majority of over two lundred votes. In 
1852 he was nominated tor Congress, but failed to receive the election 
He was elected Supreme Judve in 1557. by a large majority, but the 
Governor (Ashbel Po Willard) refused to comiission bit, tor the 
reasoo that uo vacancy in the oftice existed.’ 

Afcer the completion of his judicial term in 1852, he resumed 
the practice of his profession, in which he acquired a reputation for 
distinguished success as a barrister. 

Again, to 1860, be was elected President Judge of the 11th 
Judicial Circuit, embracine Cass County, and was re 
same position in 1866, without formidable opposition ; completing 
his second consecutive term in November, 1372 

While occupying the bench. he was especially noted for bis 
learned and impartial adjudication of the questions submitted tor his 
consideration. His decisions were everywhere quoted, and his rulings 
accepted with little question as to their propriety. As a natural 
consequence, his popularity was unbounded. 

At the election in October, 1874, he was chosen one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court. by the largest averesate vote, avd 
the largest majority ever befure received by any candidate, in the 
history of the State. He still holds that position. enjoying the same 
high repute for accurate eval discrimination and judicial skill, that 
characterized his experience in the courts below, 

Judge Biddle’s fime as Judge and advocate is not the only 
reflex of his accomplishments. — ILis literary and poctic efforts are 
not the least of his well-earned acqnisitions. At an early age, he 
begun [to develop a taste for poetic composition, and some of his 
juvenile effusions, still preserved, are regarded by some, most capable 
of judging, a+ possessing high merit. As early as 1842, he became 
a contributor to the Southern Literary Messenger, a standard literary 
journal of that date, furnishing many articles of sterling value. His 
first collection was published in 1850, [In 1852, and again in 185%

“Glances at the World,” the authorship of which is attnbuted to 
hiiu, was another aspirant for popular favor. 

All these publications evince a veuerally comprehensive knowl 
edie of the subject discussed, and great originality of thought ia his 
method of maintaining favorite propoaitions.

Tn L868, he was elected to Congress by a handsome majority, and 
the Legishiture in TSG, without: solieitation on lis: part, promoted 
him to the United States Senate 

Tt was unfortunate that he entered chat body so late in lite. 
was then 56 years of and, with exception of two terms in the 
Jatare, sixteen rs before, was without pablie truning. 
The artificial restraints thrown around him in the National Cupital 
discusted him and interfered with his splendid oratorteal powers. thad 
his race for Conetess in LS47 been successiul, he would have gained 
areputation as one of the wost brilliant statesmen who ever sat in 
the halls of Conetess. He was recognized as one of the ablest wen 
of that body during his service in that capacity, and although he 
made but few speeches, those he delivered were sound, lozieal and 
comprehensive. 

For six years, he was a member of both the Claim and Pension 
Committees, and for (vo years of that time, was Chairman of the 
Pension Coumittee. Millions of dollars were allowed or disallowed, 
on his recommendation. Had dishonesty been a trait of his charae- 
ter, he might, in this position, have added thousands of dollars to his 
own purse, unsuspected. So conscientious was he, that Wendell 
Phillips once remarked, “ Pratt is the most absolutely honest man I 
ever knew.” ° 

Upon the expiration of his term as Senator, in i875, at the solic- 
itation of President Grant, he took charge of the [nternal Revenue 
Department, at a time when the war azainst the whisky ring was be- 
ginning. The history of this movement has never been written; a 
partial account appeared in the North American Review, fully justi- 
fying Sceretary Bristow and Mr. Pratt, but the reai history of that 
warfare is known only to General Bristow. 

In 1876, the Republicans urged Mr. Pratt to become the candi- 
date of that party for Governor of the State, but he declined. 

He was one of the most cheerful and genial of men, aed in his 
social life, and in all bis associations, shed an influence around him, 
which was like sunshine. It was a pleasure to be in his company. 
He had a good word for every one, and never descended to gossip. 
He was patient, mild and forbearing. and never inflicted upon others 
a recital of his own troubles. He, in eomtuon with all mankind, 
tasted of the bitter waters of affliction. The icy hand of death was 
laid upon a devoted wife, and two young men, his only sons. 

He was twice married—in 1539, to Miss Sophia J. Jaines, of 
Rising Sun, Indiana. by whom he hai four children, only one of 
whom—a married daughter—now survives. 

In 1865, he was avain married to Mrs. James D. Warren, who 
still survives. 

Tn all his family relations and in both marriages he was supremely 
happy. 

Although he never sought literary honors, his talents could not 
pass unappreciated, and in 1472, Hamilton College conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of LL. D. 

He was frequently solicited to address literary societies, but inva- 
Tiably declined.» This was always a source of revret to his friends, as 
he was recoynized as a master of the English languave, and his liter- 
ary contributions demanded attention. In his reliious views he was 
a Unitarian ; he believed in God and the future life; his creed was to 
do right and treat all men with equal consideration. — His last act was 
to dictate the article for the Star, to which we have previously alluded. 

Just as the church bells rany out their chimes, on that bricht 
June Sabbath morning, calling the world to worship God in mundane 
temples, his spirit responded to the eall, and soared triumphantly 
away, heyond the confines of earthly bounds, to chant everlasting 
praises to his Creator, throuzhout a blisstul eternity, in that temple 
“not made with hands,” and to meet the sainted mother, who, twenty- 
six years previously, lind gone to divell with the Savior she loved ; 
and the throb whi the death of her son was his deep 
love for ber and the emotion caused by the memory of carly precepts 
inculeated by her, wa guidi ar to his future life 

What a blessed reward to that mother have been the noble lite 
and peaceful death of her son; and, that the Inst act of his lite was 
the memory of her carly teachinys, should be an inecntive to all 
mothers to be futhful and earnest in the training of their children, 
knowing that the principles inculeated in carly childhood yovern the 
future life fur yrood or evil.

The same Fall, he cook a con- 
tract for the construction of a section of the caual at Lewisburg, aud 
finished it the following year. 

Suceceding in this enterprise, he engaged in selling goods at Lew- 
isburg, with Alexander Wilson; also trading with the Indians, 
Three years later, he purchased Mr, Wilson's interest and continued 
business aivne, trading largely ia real estate and canal serip, with 
other securities at that point, until the Summer of 1301. On the 
15th of July, of that year. he moved to Logusport, where Le em- 
barked in yeneral merchandising. In this business, however, he 
remaived but a short time, and then sold out his entire stovk. Since 
that time he has been chiefly enzaged in real estate transactions, dis- 
counting moneyed oblisitions, ete. 

For several years he served as President of the Branch Bank of 
the State of Indiana, at Lovansport, In all his business transactions, 
Mr. Haney bas shown himself to be a man of uncommon sagacity 
and discreetness of judgment, of scrupulous integrity, and gentle- 
manly demeanor. 

Mr. Haney was married on the 13th day of December, 1836, to 
Miss Louisiana Fidler, by whom he had two children—William E., 
born December 28, 1837, and Maria Emma, born December 31, i845, 
the latter of whom died a few years since. 

In his social relations, also, Mr. Haney takes a high rank, making 
the most of life, for the enjoyments consequent upon a long lite of 
diligent toil, to secure a compensation for his loved ones. 


HON. CHARLES B. LASSELLE.

Hon. Charles B. Lasselle was born at Vincennes, Ind., on the 
12th day of October, 1319. descending in a direct line from the old 
stock of French pioneers who explored and settled the Wabash 
Valley. His paternal ancestors emigrated from Savieny Sur Orce, in 
the diocese of Paris, about the year 1680, and settled in Montreal, 
Canada, where they remained nearly a century afterward. His 
grandfather, Col. James Lasselle, having been appointed to the 
Indian Avency, at the Miami village of the Ke-ki-on-va, adjacent to 
the present city of Fort Wayne, in the Fall of 1774 immediately 
moved with his family to that point. At that time they were the 
only white persons in the villave, except a few Kngiish and brench 
traders. 

Here, on the 25th day of February, 1777, Hyacinth, the son of

| Janes, and father of Charles B. Lasselle, was born—the first white 


ohild born in that locality, so far as history now discloses. 

Mr. Lasselle's mother was born at Vineennes, [nd,, in the year 
1787. She was the daughter of Major Francis Bosseron, of Revolu- 
tionary tasmory, who afterward distinguished himsel!’ in the civil and 
military transactions of the Lower Wabash. 

In 1833, Charles B., with his father and mother, moved from 
Vincennes to Cass County, settling on the north side of the Wabash, 
three miles from Loyansport; subsequently becoming a resident of 
the town. 

During the Spring and Fall of 1833, he attended school in the 
old “Semin: then the only school in the State north of the 
Wabash. In 1836, he attended the Indiana University at Blooming- 
ton, remaining there until 1829. Soon after hia return from eolleze,

JOUN MeMILLEN, 

Mr. MeMillen was horn in Perry County, Pennsylvania, July 19, 
ISOS. At the age of four years, he emigrated with hie yy 
Hiechland County, Ohio This tither's fiaaily consisted of fourteen 
children, and ac the age of 16) years, he beesne the iain support 
An aveident happened to bis tather, by which he was 
pertaanently erippled, and being thus iueapettated for active duty, the 
Inunagement of the farm devolved upou his son John; and manfully 
did he perform the dury thus placed upon him autil 24 years of ace, 
At chat age, he determined to seek Wis fortune in the Great Wost, 
and, in the year L827, left the paternal roof, with all his possessions 
bound in a poeket handkerchief He traveled on foot to Delphi, 
Carroll County, Lndiana, where he engaved in building log cubios. 
He was quite expert in hewiug puncheon floors and waking elap- 
boards for roofiny. 

Husbanding carefully the profits accruing from his labor, he ac- 
quired a sinall capital. On the 13th day of May, 1830, he warried 
Miss Mlizabeth Manary, who eame to Indiana with her parent 
years previous to his arrival. Her father was proprietor of the om 
portion of the land upon which the city of Delphi is now located. 

To 1532, Mr. MeMillen came with his wite to Cass County, and 
entered a tract of land in Noble Township, which he occupied about 
two years. He then sold his farm to James Harper, and purchased 
another tract situated in Jetlerson Township. Qut of a dense forest, 
ed and improved nearly two hundred acres, and, through all 
the privations and hardships of pioneer life, toiled cheerfully, day after 
day, to vain a competence for his loved ones. His family consisted 
of six children, three sons and three daughters, and of this number, 
the only survivors are Elizabeth, wife of Mz. J. H. MeMillen, and 
Maria, wife of Mr. G. W. Burrow, of Logansport. 

Asatarmer, Mr. MeMillen waa very successful, and, by prudent 
manozement, accumulated a large estate. In 1863, he moved to 
Logansport, and invested largely in real estate, aad in Uiese transac- 
tions was very fortunate. Ie died on the 2d day of Hebruary, 1576. 
after a short illness of four days’ duration. 

He possessed a remarkably vigorous constitution, and, up to the 
time of his last illness, scarcely knew what it was to be ill 

He was a gentleman of strictly temperate habits, was liberal and 
kind, and his sudden decease was lamented by a large circle of friends. 

His faithful wife still survives, and is uow residing with ber 
daughter, Mrs. J. He MeMillen. 

Mr. MeMillen was ove who never said to hungry poverty, “Go!"’ 
Kindness was one of the prominent characteristics of his nuture, and 
his heart and purse were ever open to the poor and needy, He fre- 
quently talked with his family and friends abcut death, snd expressed 
the wish that he might be called Lenve without the pain of a linyer- 
ing iliness. He was a kind husband and an indulyent father, and 
his memory is revered by many who have cause to bless his charity

ROBERT McMILLEN, Nose Townsuip. 

Robert MeMillen, son of Thomas and Jane Irwin McMillen, was 
born in Ross County, Ohio, August 30,1506. His futher, Thomas 
MeMillen, was born in Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, He uarned 
Miss Jane Irwin, a native of the same county, and soon atter his 
marriage muved West, locating in Ross County, Ohio. In the year 
1807, he removed to Hizhland County, in the same State, where he 
purchased a tract of land and enzased in the pusuit of farminy, and 
remained engaved in that occupation until bis death, which occurred 
in October, IS1L9. 

Four years after the death of his father (August 30, 1523), 
Robert was upprenticed to a millwricht, with the view of learning 
that trac He served an apprenticeship of four years, and at the 
end of that tirae was pronounced a competent mechanic hy his preceptor. 

Finding an inviting field awaiting his services, he applied his 
enerwics, imracdiately, to the practice of his chosen aveeation, build. 
ing mills and iron works in Ohio and Keutuc during the Surmuer, 
and constructing cetton gins and presses, during the Winter, in Mis- 
sissippi and other Southern Stites. He continued in this occupation 
until Septomber, 1850, at whieh time he zccompanied his mother and 
brothers to the Wabash Valley, and, with them, engaved inthe 
arduous undertak: of locating and clearing a farm, ‘They lovated 
in this county, where Robert beeame acquainted with Miss 1

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JAMES M. JUSTICE, M. D.

Dr. Justice was born in Fayette County, Indiana, September 
21, 1817. His father, Joseph Justice, a muive of Pennsylvania, 
was one among the first settlers near Connersville, then only an 
Taodian trading post, in that part of Indixna Territory now occupied 
by Fayette County. His paternal erandfither was a soldier of the 
Revolution, having been in service during the seven yeurs of its 
continuance, 

The maiden name of the mother of Dr. Justice was Delilah Fuel, 
a native of Virsinia. After her marriage, she came west with her 
husband, who, having selected a choice tract of lind, improved it 
with ereat care. He was a painstaking man, active in the develup- 
meant of every interest necessiry to the well-being of society. 

James M., the subject of this sketch, began life on a farm, and 
passed there his boyhuod days, acquiring the rudiments of his early 
education in an old log school house, uo teacher beins employed, ex- 
ecpt during the Winter sexson. Until he reached his 20th year, no 
other or better opportunities were accorded him. At that ave, he 
attended one term at the [Hizh School at Connersville, Ind., ut 
which he was prepared to enter upon his professioual earcer. Then, 
with 2 fixed purpose in his mind, he entered the office of Dr. Jeffer- 
son Helm, of Rush County, [nd.. as a student of medicine. While 
there, he pursued his studies with unremittine enerey, antil the eom- 
pletion of his course, when he received a license to practice his 

rofession. In order, however, ty qualify himself wore thoroughly, 
© subsequently entered the Ohio Medical Colleze, from whieh insti- 
tution he th the lichest honors. 

‘He marnicd in December, 1841, to Miss Z. A. Norri 
daughter of the late Capt. Norris, of Keutucky, by whom he had 
three children—two sons and one dauvhter, to whom le has viven 
the highest educational privilees. 

Dr. Justice first located tir the practice of his profession, in 
Camden, Carroll County, Ind. where he enjoyed an extensive and 
lucrative practice, for a period of twenty years.  Removine thener, 
he came to Deecansport in 1S61, where he has since continued tw 
reside, identifying himself fully with all the material interests of the 
city and county, practicing fis profission and at the same time 
superintending and 1 te his extensive farming interests,

The subject of this biographical sketch is the son of John Watts, 
who was bern in Virginia in the year 1775, When quite youn, 
John woved with his parents to Budler County, Ohio. They subse- 
quently removed to Wayne County, Ludisua, where they retained 
uotil the year 1830, Tn that year they eame to Cass County, and 
resided here until their death. 

John Watts and Miss Rhoda Sutton were married in Butler 
County, Ohio, about the year 7. In 1830, he came to Cass 
County and purchased the farm upon which bis son, William P., now 
resides. He was among the earliest -ettlers of his Gawnship, and at 
the time of his arrival, little eflort had been made to improve the 
land. MMe erceted a temporary home, in which he resided six weeks, 
during which time, he built a very comfortable lox house. He lived 
an honorable and useful life, and died in the year [S4-b, lamented by 
al! his neizhbors. Eis wife died in the year 1525, and of a large 
family of children, only three survive; they are Isracl, Willian DP.

DAVID H. CONRAD, Bernieuem Townsir. 


David IH. Conrad was bern in Washington County, Peno., May 
9/1800. His parents, John and Hannah Conrad, were natives of 
the same county, and resided there until the date of their deco 
They were the parents of nine children, named respectively Henry, 
William, John, Catharine, David UL, Daniel, Hauuah, Uhabe and 
Joshua; the latter died at the ave of two years, 

David remained with his parents until 25 years of age. In Oens 
ber, 1823, he married Miss Mary Custer, @ native of Washing 
County, Penn. Seven children crowned the happiness of this mz 
ri Their names were Kila, Andrew, Samuel, Hannah, Stephen, 
Geurze, John H. aud Mary A. 

Andrew died on the desert, beyond S: 
to California. Henry died in infaney. 

In October, 1545, Mr. Conrad met with a sad bereavement in 
the death of his wi Four years later (November 14, 18 
marricd Mrs. Catharine Garver, daughter of Veter On-lott, Esq. 
citizen of Miami County, Indiana. One daughter, Mariah, has been 
added to the family since this union, During bis residence in Wast- 
ington County, Penn, Mr. Conrad was engaved in purchasing cattle, 
and driving them overland to the Mastern markets. This enterpri~ 
advantage to him, and he continued to follow 
it until the year 1840, at which time he came to this county, art 
located on the fium where he now resides. 

Although possessed of only a common school education, he has 
gained much by travel and experienee. This, aided hy his natural keea 
perception, makes him the possessor of a rich store of knowledve. 

He was a member of the military company which escorted the 
Marquis de Lafayette into the city of Washington on the oceasion of 
his visit to America, 

He zlso witnessed the funeral obsequies of Presidents Thoma: 
Jefferson and John Adams, in the city of Baltimore. He was vreatly 
impressed by the occasion, and pronounces it one of the memorable 
events of his life. 

It was also his privilege to witness the laying of the first stone fir 
the first milroad in the United States, near the city of Baltimore, T« 
Gen. Carroll (last survivor of the signers of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence ) was awarded the honor of plicing the stone in position. The

| occasion was attended with much ceremony, and pertinent addressus 


were made by prominent citizens of Baltimore and other cities. Cheer 
after cheer arose from the assembled multitude, in view of this founda- 
tion for the great ratlroad system, which now spans the continent frow 
sea to sea, and which ius so materially aided the development of the 
boundless resources of our country. Mr. Conrad accompanied the 
first excursion over this read. The route was from Baltimore t 
Fllicott's Mills, a distance of ten miles. Every car was crowded ww 
its utmost capacity; but, the motive power was not the mighty agent. 
steam, which now propels our railway coaches from city to city with 
almost lightning speed, but was furnished by hurses attached to the 
cars. [t was a new experience, a new mode of travel. and the crudity 
of the affair was overlooked, or unknown by those who participated 
therein ; for to them it heralded a new era in the economy of the 
country. 

To Mr. Conrad was awarded the honor of commanding a battilion 
of “ Jackson Reserve "' volunteers, who escorted Gen. Jackson thronch 
Washington County, DPenn., eu route from home, alter the 
expiration of his second Presidential term. He was commissioned by 
Goy, Wolfe of Pennsylvai to act as Major of the battalion in 
Washington County, and in that capacity, acted fora tenn of seven 
years. He was anardent admirer and supporter of Gen. Jackson, 
and hag always supported the principles wdyecated hy him 

He ia one of Cass County's early pioncers, and: for many yenrs 
has been pertaanently aesoelated with ts interests. Tle asa hiherat, 
benevolent man, anda good neizhbor, and, in his declining years, en- 
joys the love and confidence of all who know him,

Benjamin Porter, the son of Robert and) Margaret Porter, was 
Dorn iu Bath County, Va. on the Toth day of November, [SEZ Me 
ix the fifth child ina fewily of twelve. La the Ball of 1815, his 
father emigrated with lis tamuily to Payette County, tnd., where he 
rented a firm, which he conducted for tive years, Tle then moved to 
Rush County, Did., and encered vishty acres of land, upon which he 
resided until his death, which occurred in June, 1845, 

Benjatuin resided with his parents uneil 15) years of age. At that 
time he went to reside with his aunt i Warren County, Ohio. He 
remained there tour years and then returned ty bis home in Rush 
County, Ind. Tu the Spring of PSL, be removed to Cass County, 
and purchased the firm upon which he wow resides. The process of 
clearing then bezan, and throuzh all the privations aud hardships of 
piouerr life he kept a brave heart. and with untiring enerzy cualed on 
day after day, often working late into the night in bis efforts to make 
aclearing and found a home. He built a hewed log house, which 
was then a matter of pride to hnuself and the aeighbers, as it was 
the best house in the neighborhood, and far superior to the ordinary 
pioneer dwelling, Surrounded by the Indians, who were generally 
peaceable, he besan life as a pioneer farmer. Five years atrer his 
arrival (February, 1856), he was united in marriage with Miss Cla 
rissa Justice. This union was blessed by eight ehildren, named ax 
follows; Nency, born December 27, 1836: Rosanna, Jauuary 16, 
1839; Alpheus, June 7, 1842; Celista, Novem a 1, 1844; Saman- 
tha C., August 19, 1547; Washington, June 862; 0 Franklin, 
September 19, 1835, and Margaret Alice, ae 1z, 1S6U—all of 
whom have zrown to maturit 

During the existence of the Whiz party, Mr. Porter acted and 
voted with them, and upon the organization of the Republiean party

party. [fe has been an active member and zealous supporter of the 
Christicn Church sinee 1540; and bis estimable wile las been a 
member of that denomination for a still longer period, having uniced 
with the church previous to her marriage.

Witham) Hela 
emigrated from Virginia, and) settled 
near Blue Lick, Kentucky He was 
a natve of Virgimia—-the line of an 
cestryy extending over a pertod of 
years to Germany, through Kowand 
and Ireland, and thence to Virginia. 
His mother,—whose maiden name was 
Elizabeth Drummond,—was a lineal 
descendent of the ancient Scocush 
house of that name. ‘Their son, Sam 
uel D. Helm, was the father of the 
gentleman for whom this biography is 
prepared. é 

He marned Miss Patience Wherrett, 
who was born near Hagerstown, Mary- 
land. Her family genealogy reverts | 
to the south of France, where the fam- 
ily was known by the name of Ver- 
ette,—since modified to its present | 
orthography. 

Thomas B. Helm,—with whom we 
are more directly interested in this 
sketch was born on the Ist day of 7 
February, 1822, in Fayette County, UC. yy 
Ind. His parents moved to that coun- Zi 
ty from Kentucky, March Ist, 1810, ‘ L; 
and were the first permanent white 
settlers of that county. 

They were farmers, in good circum- 
stances, and determined to place their 
son within reach of a good education, 
and the advantages secured thereby. 

He was sent to school at a very 
early age, and, from the first days of 
his school life, manifested great apt- 
ness in his studies, and an eagerness 
to acquire knowledge; and, as suon 
as his young mind was prepared to 
grapple with the difficulties of marthe- 
matics, and the sciences, he began the 
study of those branches,—evincing 
especial interest in the science of 
language,—in which he was rarely 
lexcelied by any one, and never by his 
!school-mates. He possessed a very sus- 
ceptible memory, of unusual strength 
land range, and mastered whatever he 
undertook, with comparatively little 
effort. 

After completing a primary course 

the common schools, he entered 
upon an acadamic course,—coniplet- 
jing, first, a thorough course in mathe- 
matics, after which, he turned his 
jattention to the study of languages,— 
cient and modern,—in which he 
facquired remarkable proficiency. We 
may safely term him master of tive dif- 
ferent languages, in which he converses 
with great fluency. He became an 
xcellent scholar in the Latin and 
wreek languages, and, in the latter, 
as always been recognized as yood 
huthonty, on disputed points.
